Association

SESSIONS YESTERDAY 



Interesting Addresses Deliver- 
ed in Different Sections of 
the Convention 



One of the most Interesting addres- 
ses which has up to the present heen 
delivered before the Dominion Educa- 
tional Association convention was given 
last night by Professor Adam Shortt, 
chairman of the Dominion Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, who dealt in an ex- 
haustive manner with the educational 
system of the Dominion In relation to 
the Civil Service. The most important 
point which he made was that there 
were many positions In the Civil Ser- 
vice going begging because capable 
men were not forthcoming to fill them. 
The teachers of Canada, he said, should 
supply the Civil Service with the raw 
material in educated form. Otherwise 
positions would be filled by politicians 
putting In their ward heelers. 

President Robinson was in the chair, 
and introduced Professor Shortt in a 
few eulogistic words. l 
The Address in Detail. 

Professor Shortt said: "The subject 
upon which 1 have to speak Is rather 
a new problem In Canadu. It Is one of 
worry to the Civil Servlco Commission 
to no small extent, and part of that 
worry I hopo to transfer to the edu- 
cationists present this evening. I hope 
they will help us to work the problem 



ferent departments asking them how 
many vacancies they Will have within 
six months. On receipt of their reply 
wo advertise so many positions to be 
filled in the different divisions. Sup- 
posing there are only 35 positions, and 
only 30 obtain the minimum marks, 
then only that number succeed. But 
even if forty secure minimum marks 
and there are only 35 vacancies, then 
only 35 gut through. . 

"If we accepted university students 
we should be unable to grade thein. We 
have had to adopt the English system, 
and no matter whether a man has fifty 
degrees whether he is a double honor 
man, or whether he has twenty medals, 
we shall have to place him by a com- 
petitive examination. 

"The ages at which entrance can 
bo obtained into the Civil Service is 
from IS to 35. The riuestlon has been 
raised that If a person is 35 after 
passing the examination, but before 
taking up his position is he thrown 
out? No, not if he Is under 35 when 
undergoing the examination.- 
Political Patronage. 

"In going over the lists at Ottawa 
we found between 2, 000 ! and 3,000 peo- 
ple who had passed the examination 
but who had never taken up posi- 
tions. We found nearly a thousand 
names of those who held positions 
but who had never passed the exam- 
inations. TJje question of filling these 
appointments had been coming to bo 
one of political patronage. 

"Wo have, another phase to face. I 
have given you a general skeleton out- 
line of the method of appointments 
to different positions, without refer- 
ence to any of the offices to bo filled. 
Now the departments notify us when 
they have a vacancy and tell, us what 
are the Qualifications-' necessary. We 
go down the examination list and 
find the subject with which the dif- 
ferent men wc have on hand are con- 
versant. If we find one suitable we 
assign him to the position. On joining 
he is on probation for six months. He 
cannot bo removed for two months. 
After two months, and before six 
months have expired the deputy min- 
ister may report that tho person

out. The problem is to introduce a 
system of appointments to junior of- 
llces of the civil service on a competi- 
tive basis, that is, by written exam- 
inations. This system must have some 
fair reference to the teaching doiie in 
the different parts of Canada. Those 
engaged in teaching will realise what 
this means. 

"Let mo say that in dealing with the 
present system in vogue in the Civil 
Service that on September 1 last there 
came into force a Civil Service Amend- 
ment Act and a Civil Service Commis- 
sion. The latter Is composed of Mr. 
La Rochelle and myself. Our duties 
are to prescribe subjects and organise 
competitive examinations, to provide 
for the appointments of the various 
positions below that of deputy minister 
We were appointed under that act as 
servants of the country, amenable only 
to parliament. We have to pass upon 
every promotion and Issue certificates 
of increase of salary In the service. 
Then there are other functions. We 
have to Investigate and report upon 
any and all of the departments, and 
to suggest improvements. In conjunc- 
tion with these duties we have to ful- 
fil any others which are assigned to 
us. 

"The automatic duties we find to be 
more thnn enough at present. At first 
our duties are confined to the inside 
service. Tho outside service has not 
as yet been brought within our super- 
vision. Before this latter course is 
taken we want to be more thoroughly 
organized in the work which wo al- 
ready have to -!o. 

The Grading. 

"In the inside Civil Service the ser- 
vants are graded in three different 
grades. Eouch of these Is divided into 
two subdivisions. The lower grade Is 
composed of messengers, sorters, etc. 
Then below them are ordinary day 
laborers, regulated In tho samp way 
as any other business, and under the 
supervision of the commission. The 
third division is separated from the 
two higher, and in salaries overlaps. It 
Is intended to give opportunities to 
thoso who desire to rise higher than 
the ordlnury routine work, and who 
wish to remain in the service. The 
salaries in .subdivision A of the third 
division range from $500 a year to $800; 
In subdivision 13 of division 2 they 
range from $800 to $l,t!00. In tho 
second division, subdivision B the sal- 
aries run from $1,600 to $2,100. In div- 
$vis!on 1, subdivision II, from $2,100 to 
$2,800, and in subdivision A division 1, 
from $2,80C to $4,000. As far. as the 
entrance to these three divisions go, 
there are three separate, examinations 
for outsiders. In the lower grade, the 
examination covers reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. For» entrance to the 
second division, the subjects include as 
well us tho above, geography, history, 
and stenography. The grade set In 
this examination Is similar to the 
standard attained half way through the 
high school course. For the second 
division, subdivision B, tho standard Is 
about equivalent to the second year of 
university work. 

"The. cpiestion has been asked, can 
the graduate enter the service without 
going through an examination. The 
answer is No. Tho examinations are, 
not qualifying but competitive. We 
set a minimum standard; but there ure 
only- so many positions to offer in each 
jrado. We send circulars to tho dlf- 



xnen we investigate whether he Is 
suited for any other department. If 
he Is, he is found a berth. If not tho 
department has no further need of his 
services. If no adverse report comes 
in after six months the appointment 
becomes uutomatic, meaning that he 
becomes a permanent member of the 
civil service. 

"The question of sex in the depart- 
ment is the teachers problem all over 
again. I personally believe that tho 
Initial salaries are too low. Five hun- 
dred dollars is not sufficient to at- 
tract young. men of 18 years old. We 
find that in the examinations already

Foreign Employees of Pressed 
Steel Car Company Fight 
Over Wages 



Pittsburg, Pa., July 14.— Six wound- 
ed, two fatally, and fifteen seriously in- 
jured by ilying bricks, iron slugs and 
clubs, sums up the result of the first 
day's "surprise strike" by the men em- 
ployed in the Pressed Steel Car com- 
pany's plant at McKee's Rocks, today, 

The rioting, starting shortly after 
noon and continuing until late tonight, 
came without much apparent reason or 
preparation on either side. The strik- 
ing men, composed for the most part 
of tho foregn element of McKee's 
Rocks, claim that since a pooling sys- 
tem of- pay has been Introduced they 
have been receiving less pay for the 
same number of hours they worked 
previously to tho change. ' On the 
other hand, the Pressed Steel Car 
company claim that they are paying 
higher wages than before the pool wage 
system was In effect, and are willing 
to open their books for public Inspec- 
tion to prove their assertions. 

Tho men employed by tho company 
are not members of any particular un- 
ion or organization, and the strike does 
not In any way affect the union organi- 
zation. 

With the arrival of the state troops 
late tonight and an additional force of 
deputies now on the ground, tho au- 
thorities believe they have the situa- 
tion well in hand, and are able to copo 
with any emergency. The entire plant 
was closed down at noon, immediately 
after which rioting commenced be- 
tween two thousand strikers and those 
employes who had remained at work. 
When the first of the workers reached 
tho outer gates of the plant they were 
attacked by strikers armed with pieces 
of slag iron and other missiles, and 
special .watchmen stntloned there com- 
menced to fire revolvers over the heads 
0° tli crowd. The strikers gathered 
about the gates during tho afternoon, 
and rights and rioting continued. More 
than a hundred were more or loss se- 
riously injured by the strikers, and 
only the arrival of officers prevented 
serious trouble when the night force 
started to work.

Bay Council 



RESOLUTION PASSED 

TO KEEP TROOPS 



Company Asserts That Work- 
.ing Forces at Various Mines 
Are Increasing

Glaco Bay, C. B., July 14. — The cen- 
ter of interest tonight was in the 
town hall at the council's weekly 
meeting. When the question of the 
presence of the militia came up it was 
expected that some action would be 
taken by council. Councillor Mc- 
Donald moved a resolution with a 
llnal clau£c steting that -In the opin- 
ion of the council It will be necessary 
to retain the soldiers until the cause 
of the disturbance Is removed. - 

As soon aa the resolution was bo- 
fore the mooting, Councillor Tobln 
rose and said that he was going to ob- 
ject to the motion being put, as it 
would have to be treated as a notice 
of motion, but It went ahead. 

Deputy Mayor Tobln objected to tho 
way the riot act had been read, the 
sheriff having boon brought to Glnce 
bay In a special train the night be- 
fore, and the riot act having been 
read In broad daylight, when there 
was little apparent necessity. Ho 
spoke of the hardships endured by 
the ' women last winter and oxtolled 
them for their bravery. He said the 
soldiers cost $1,000 a day. The sol- 
diers were too much under the thumb 
of the coal company. Finally he 
moved an amendment that a meeting 
of ratepayers be called to consider the 
resolution and the question of cost. 

Councillor McDonald said that it 
was all nonsense about the cost of 
soldiers , belpg $1,000 a day to the 
town, and gnve_jlgures to show that 
the cost was not' more than $250 a 
day. The 181 special police appointed 
by the mayor would cost as much as 
the soldiers. The mayor said, ho 
thought the strikers as well .as the 
workmen in the mines should be pro- 
tected. 

The amendment was defeated on a 
voto of 9 to 2 and the motion carried. 
So the soldiers will remain until the 
strike is ever. 

An Increased output of 200 tons 
from the mines over yesterday's out- 
put was claimed bv the coal company 
this evening. The company claims 
also an Increased amount taken from 
the banking stations. The steamer 
Ocean sailed today from Sydney for 
Montreal with a cargo of 7,000 tons. 
Other steamers are loading. 

Work at Inverness. 

Inverness, N. S., July 14.— Good 
order prevails here. The company 
reports that 4S0 tons of coal were 
hoisted yesterday and 320 tons loaded 
from the bank. More men are at work 
today than any day since tho trouble 
began. The presence of the troops Is 
having thc_ desired effect, and they 
will not be withdrawn, the company 
says, until the trouble Is settled. 



ARE IN CONTROL 



Capital of Persia Now in Their 
Hands— May Attack 
Shah's Palace 



Teheran, Persia, July 14.— The Royal- 
ist forces apparently have had enough 
of fighting, and are prepared to admit 
the supremacy of the Nationalists. 

Tho secretary of the Russian legation 
arrived at the Mejllss building Ufa this 
evening in behulf of General Luikhoft, 
and submitted written proposals for the 
surrender of the cossacks under his 
commend. SIphadar and Sardarasad 
replied that tho officers and the cos- 
sacks were free to return to their 
homes as soon as they surrendered 
their arms; that their safety would 
be guaranteed as far as possible, and 
that as the constitutional government 
required trained troops, the cossacks 
would be taken Into service and would 
receive the usual pay. 

The action of General Llakhoff fol- 
lowed a long day of fighting, during 
which, however, little damage seems 
to have been done. Tho cossacks kept 
up a fire, and a number of shells struck 
the telegraphers' house, close to the 
British legation. 

Tho British and Russian ministers 
have urged the Shuh to abdicate. The 
Shah has refused, and It is now report- 
ed that the nationalists will make an 
attack on the palace, where the Shah 
has taken refuge.

DIES BY STRANGULATION 

Murderer Barrett Executed at Edmon- 
ton Penitentiary — Noose Not 
P.-oporly Arranged 

Edmonton, July 14.— Protesting his 
innocence to the last, and contending 
from the door to the_ scaffold, which 
was to launch him into eternity, that 
he had killed Deputy Warden Sted- 
mati in self defence, Gary R. Barrett 
was this morning hanged in the cor- 
ridor of the prison. There were pres- 
ent at the execution only the coron- 
er's Jury, the doctors and the repre- 
sentatives of the press. The trap 
was sprung promptly '-at 6:44, but It 
was something like 15 minutes before 
Doctors Blais, Forth and Hyslop. who 
were in attendance, pronounced life 
extinct. When the body was cut down 
it was found that the noose had not 
been properly affixed, and as a result 
had slipped; resulting in strangula- 
tion, although .the .physicians in at-, 
tendance stated that the vertebrae of 
the neck were slightly dislocated. 

When ■ asked before • execution If he 
had anything to say, Barrett replied: 
"Yes, I would like to state just how 
It happened; 'Gentlemen, I am going 
to be hanged, but I killed the deputy 
warden in self defence. Had . I not 
done so my flesh would now be the 
food for vultures." " 

Here ho was interrupted by Sheriff 
Robertson, who told him . that lie must 
be brief. Barrett then started to 
speak again, it Is believed, with the 
Intention of denouncing members of 
the Masonic order, of which he 
claimed he was a member, for not 
treating him right. His statement was 
cut short and the priest commenced 
reading the lord's prayer. At the 
conclusion of the execution the body 
was turned over to the executed man's 
son and will be conveyed to Butte, 
Montana, by him for burial.

Teacher and Four Pupils of 
Brownsville Drowned Near 
Vancouver 



Vancouver, July 14. — Holding each 
other by the hand, and attempting to 
wade into water deep enough to swim 
hi. Miss Gertrude Ankers, a teacher, 
and four of her girl pupils of Browns- 
ville school, near New Westminster, 
were drowned this afternoon. 

The five were, members of a Sun- 
day, school picnic party, and had been 
three hours on the beach of Burrard 
Inlet, twelve miles from Vancouver, 
when, they decided to go in bathing. 
All donned bathing suits, and' ' with 
the teacher in the centre they walked 
out towards deep water. 

Suddenly the one on the end of tho 
row slipped over a ledge, and lost her 
footing in deep water. She pulled in 
the others, one after another, and all 
were carried off shore by the tide. 

Their screams brought a number of 
boy bathers from a instance, but by 
the time the lads readied the aceno 
the girls had disappeared below the 
surface. Miss Ankers' body was re- 
covered half an hour later, but none 
of the others have been found. 

The four children dead" are Annie 
and May Murphy, aged 17 and 15 re- 
spectively, .sisters, Alice Poulson, aged 
12, and Signl Buck, aged 10. 

Miss Ankers was about 25 years of 
age, and was the only daughter of a 
Now Westminster city employee, Wm. 
Ankers, in charge of the water works 
plant. She unci the Misses Murphy 
were imtive daughters of New West- 
minster, where the tragedy has cast 
a gloom this evening.

House and Senate Represen- 
tatives Fail to Agree on 
Some Points 



ADMINISTRATIVE 

CLAUSES OPPOSED 



Rumors of Dissatisfaction With 
Proposed Tax on Cor- 
porations 



Washington, July 14.— Strenuous ob- 
jections were raised by the house 
members of the tariff conference to 
the senate, provision in the maximum 
and minimum feature of. the ' tariff 
bill, which gives to the president 
authority to employ such persons as 
he may see fit In enforcing the tralff 
law, and which will be useful to. con-, 
gross In tariff legislation In the ' 
future. This opposition was all thai 
prevented the adoption of practically 
all tho sections dealing with admin- 
istration. This provision, which pro- 
vides for the establishment of a court 
of customs appeals, was adopted. Ic 
is intended that the court shall deal' 
with all cases of appeal from the 
board of general appraisers, and that 
its judgments shall be final. The'sal- 
aries of the five judges were fixed at 
$10,000, instead of $7,000, as provided 
by a senate amendment adopted. after 
the court feature had been reported 
from the senate committee on finance. 

The senate maximum and minimum 
provision was discussed throughout 
the afternoon session. When an ad- 
journment was taken at G o'clock this 
provision had been tentatively agreed 
on as a substitute for the house fea- 
ture, with the exception of the pro- 
vision for the employment of tariff 
experts. The house conferees took 
the position that the ways and means 
committee and the finance committee 
have the regulations as their special 
province. 

Several of the senate conferees 
made the assertion that President 
Taft should have the right to employ 
such experts for the purpose of dis- 
charging the duties imposed upon him 
by the maximum and minimum fea- 
tures. They declared that tho presi- 
dent favors the appointment of a 
tariff commission. These arguments 
were not sufficient to , Induce the 
house conferees to abandon their ob- 
jections. 

Another Difference 
The senate administrative act, which 
was drawn for the purpose of prevent- 
ing under-valuatlon of imported 
articles not in common use In the • 
country of manufacture, also -was 
adopted. This feature provides ma- 
chinery for the ascertaining of values 
when there is no foreign market to 
be used as a basis. Customs officials 
are authorized to determine the value 
of such imports In the United States 
and to make deductions covering the 
transportation and insurance cost of 
marketing sales or commissions, ac- 
cording to whether the good3 : are 
bought outright or were consigned to 
dealers in the United States. 

The drawback provision Is still tho 
subject of dispute. Agreement that 
tho provision of the Dingley law 
should be re-enacted in the place of 
the house provision had been almost 
reached when the house conferees in- 
sisted that a provision should bo 
added requiring export entries to he 
made within three years in order to 



had also eliminated the. necessity for 
identifying the raw material In tho 
manufactured product offered for ex- 
port. The senate conferees insisted 
that the removal, of the identification 
clause opened the door to fraud, and 
that the three year provision narrow- 
ed the drawback privilege in such a 
manner that it would work a hard- 
ship to manufacturers, who availed 
themselves of the drawback privileges. 
The conferees representing the two 
branches of congress split up on this, 
and it was laid up for consideration 
later. 

Rumors of Dissatisfaction 
Reports that there was dissatisfac- 
tion in the tariff conference with the 
corporations tax amendment, and that 
It might be dropped out of the bill, 
reached the ears of President Taft to- 
day. In consequence of thoso rumors 
Senator Aldrich and Representative 
Payne, the leaders of the senate, and 
house in matters connected with the 
tarlTf, were called to tho White House. 
The conference was held late this 
evening. When Messrs. Aldrich and 
Payne left for their homes they would 
not discuss what had transpired, hut 
admitted that the proposition to tax 
net earnings of corporations had been 
the chief subject of consideration. 
The president could not be seen to- 
night

SUNDAY GAMES 



Gentle Exercise Is All Park's 
Board Will Permit in Parks 
on the Sabbath 




ALWAYS EVERYWHERE IN CANADA ASK FOR 1 



The "lid" was lowered another notch 
last night when the parks hoard de- 
cided to In future prohibit the playing: 
of athletic games In the public parks 
on Sundays. 

The prohibition does not extend to 
the mere strolling about the public 
playgrounds. It affects not the base- 
ball player who Is content to merely 
exercise himself In Ilia favorite pas- 
time. The cricketer may practice in 
the nets or get his bowling arm in 
shape. The lawn bowler may roll the 
bowls purely In the way of getting his 
eye In. lint to play matches, Indulge 
In competitive- games. No, never. The 
fiat hath gone forth and the order 
stands. 

Just what may be the moral differ- 
ence 'between Sunday exercising with- 
out any idea of competition and a reg- 
ular contest on the Sabbath was not 
discussed by the members of the board 
but that there is a difference, at least 
In the opinion of the guardians of the 
public playgrounds, is evident. 

The subject of Sabbath games was 
'brought to tlio attention of the board 
by Superintendent England, who stated 
that complaints had been made by 
citizens residing near the parks and he 
wished to know what the board de- 
sired should bo done. Last year he 
had brought the matter up but the 
then board had decided to do nothing. 
Personally he did not feel like taking 
action without the sanction of the 
board. 

Many Objections 

Mayor Hall stated that residents In 
the vicinity of the North Ward park 
had objected to Sunday games while 
the players when asked to cease games 
on that day had objected. Both tho 
mayor and Alderman Henderson be- 
lieved that if regular matches and con- 
tests were prohibited but the players 
allowed to "play around" it might not 
toe so bad, though Mr. Fullerton could 
not see how games could be stopped 
since there Is no law to prevent them. 
However, If the games were carried on 
in moderation It might be better. 

■E. A. Lewis was not averse to gentle 
exercise, but to allow regular contests 
would, he believed, be the thin edge 
of the wedge towards tho Continental 
Sunday as they have It in the United 
■States. 

Then came the question of music In 
the parks. Mr. Lewis and Mr. Fullr/- 
ton believed that some provision 
should be made for each as was done 
In former years. As the city council 
has appropriated $500 for this pur- 
pose the board will request that that 
amount or whatever the city council 
feels can be spent, be granted and at 
least some music furnished the public. 

But here again the question of pro- 
priety came up. Mr. Lewis thought 
that perhaps it -would not be wise to 
have bnnd concerts on Sundays as 
some people objected to the blare of 
the instruments even If sacred num- 
bers were played. Such concerts could 
be. held' on Saturday afternoons, though 
if a vocal concert of sacred ildeetlons 
were rendered no objection would he 
taken. Somo music should also be 
furnished in tho North Ward park. 

The first thing will be to get the 
money from the council and the mat- 
ter of the character of the concerts to 
be rendered will bo decided later. 

The proposal of Alderman Turner, 
that the hour of meeting should be 
changed from S p. m. as fixed by the 
board's bylaw to 4 p. m., was allowed 
to stand over. 

Those present at the meeting were 
Mayor Hall. Alderman Henderson and 
Messrs. Lewis and Fullerton.

AND 

CIVIL SERVICE 
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from the big cities qualified. All the 
successes were from the country dis- 
tricts and the maritime provinces. 
This must mean that the salaries paid 
In other work in the big cities liavo 
gobbled iqi all the good men. If we 
have competent men we must pay big- 
ger salaries. That also is the great 
problem in the teachers' profession: 
Women More Numerous. 

"In the Inst examination in the first 
division 30 out of the 3G successes 
were women. Young women aro more 
numerous for the money, perhaps be- 
cause they have not yet conquered 
all their opportunities. When tho de- 
partments send round to us they tell 
us to send them men. If possible. Hut 
it is not possible. The reason is that 
the salary Is too low to attract. 

"Then there Is a psychological rea- 
son. In Britain they have no trouble 
In getting men. Put Canada Is on the 
boom, and a definite salary of $800 
With defined prospects Is not attractive 
to the young men here. A youth 
would rather have $(>l)0 a year with 
all the world before him, than $S00 
rising by annual increments. Tho 
survival of the fittest leads us to iden- 
tify ourselves with the fittest, and 
that is Indispensable to tho human 
race. But If a slump should come In 
Canada, if monetary conditions were 
strained, then for this comfortable 
salary, as safe as the government, 
there would be plenty of applicants. 
In a country on the up grade we have 
to contend witii up grade conditions. 

"The question has also been asked 
why is there not more room for 
women. The answer is that in the 
higher positions the work cannot he 
done by women. In subdivision A. 
and B. of Division 1, and in subdivis- 
ion i of Division 2 the position can- 
not be filled by more than one woman 
in- a thousand. If women held those 
posts there are very row men that 
would submit to their authority. Thus 
women will gradually fill up the low- 
er positions, and then where will be 
the training school for men? 

"There aro good positions in the 
civil service going a-begging because 
there are not capable men forthcoming 
to fill them. Our expansion has been 
very rapid, and as it goes on there will 
be an ever-lncteasirig number of civil 
servants required. In a new country 
the opportunities in this department 
are not confined to people being su- 
perannuated, dying, or resigning. The 
greater the service grows the greater 
becomes the responsibilities and op- 
portunities for finding all the outlook 
that a man can desire. The opportu- 
nities an; ever increasing for a better 
grade man. The service is by no means 
so limited us might appear at first 
sight. Even now we have to go out- 
side and get good men. An export, 
say, is desired for tho Geological ser- 
vice, and he Is not to be found In the 
ranks. It is necessary to got him from 
the outside. One method is for the 
department to "spot" a man. Ho is 
nominated and the reasons for his 
nomination glxn. We then ask for 
further evidences of his capability and 
If we think fit we Impose an examina- 
tion. Then departments may notify us 
that they want a man of certain* re- 
quirements. We then advertise in the 
Canada Gazette. We go over the list 
of appllcatons with the head of the 
department which has the vacancy, 
and the man Is put on probation. Iii 
advertising, the salary Is mentioned 
also. Those in the sendee can apply 
and we may be able to get a man iii 
some one of the other departments. 
The examination in this ease means 
any adequate tost which will supply 
the best man. 

The Need 

"I have said little about the teach- 
ing end In connection with the Civil 
Service, but you teachers will be able 
to draw your own conclusions. You 
should furnish the Civil Service with 
fairly adequate people from all parts of 
the Dominion. If %e get men Nm 
all parts of tho country, it moans that 
we are getting their several experi- 
ences, and thus we will have a vitaliz- 
ing force in the centre of the service. 
We have to meet criticism. People say. 
'what's the use of examining men In 
history and geography when all they 
will ljave to do is typewriting?" and 
other questions of a similar character. 
My answer is that if a man knows 
nothing but what he Is at, he really 
knows nothing. If a man is mechanical 
he will go to sleep and ossify, and got 
Into that state a great many people 
believe the service; to be in at present, 
or else he'll go to the. devil. If he is 
educated he will lie found developing 
his resources. In Britain some of tho 
best men In the civil service play an 
Important part In tho development of 
civilization. 

"In conclusion." said the speaker, 
"you've got to supply us with tho raw 
material In educated form. Otherwise 
we will hjve to let politicians put their 
ward heelers into civil service appoint- 
ments." 

President Robinson, on behalf of tho 
association, thanked Professor Shortt 
for the 4 ns ' r uctlve and very highly 
technical address. He Invited the pro- 
fessor to remain in the city until the 
convention sessions came to a close. 
Toronto's Superintendent 

J. L. Hughes, superintendent of city 
schools In Toronto, was the other 
speaker of tho evening, choosing as his 
subject "Modern Tendencies In Edu- 
cation." All tendencies, he said, were 
modern. Ho could remember the time 
when there were no free schools, and 
no women teachers. 

Continuing, he said all the evolution 
of the present time was based on the 
recognition of the human soul. He 
believed that not learning, not culture, 
but indlvduality, moulded the person. 
The three great forces were power, 
skill and character. The modern ten- 
dency was to give power a higher place 
than knowledge. A human being's 
splendid faith in human power was at 
its strongest In childhood. The modern 
tondoncy of educationalists was to 
kindle youth at the centre of his pow- 
er. If this were done the other ele- 
ments could be kindled too. Tho real 
basis of education would be the doing 
of things and not the studying of 



them. Tho day was coming when work 
would no longer be a drudgery. 

Everyone, said the speaker, had the 
power to do something better than 
anyone else, If they could only rir.d 
out what It >.was. Men should be made 
productive, constructive and achiev- 
ing. Educationists were trying to make 
this the basis for a broad system, get- 
ting the boy to do tho things he loves 
with the material wisely placed at ills 
disposal, 

By and by, hinted the speaker, they 
,wero going to have a means of test- 
ing youth other than by examinations. 
Examinations meant what could be 
pumped out in a few days of what 
had taken months to pump In. Vital 
culture was needed. The science of 
learning should be applied science; the 
power to use what had boon learned 
and to put It out for the advancement 
Of, civilization. Emotion was tin: bat- 
tery power of tho soul, and culture was 
wanted but no culture which was ac- 
quired at the expense of power. 

Dealing with skill, tho speaker said 
that every man should have vocational 
training. ' The modern tendency was 
not only to glvo educational but voca- 
tional development This should bo 
dono in Canada, where so much de- 
velopment work was In hand. 

Character in Child 

Speaking of character, he alluded to 
the value of the recognition of the hu- 
man soul in tin: child. Children should 
not bo regarded as miniature adults. 
Unless the development stages wero 
full and free it was Impossible to have 
a perfect adult. The child should be 
given a joyous consciousness that he 
lias tho power of overcoming. The 
new Ideal was the consciousness oS 
power; self-control was not a positive 
but a negative quality. There was no 
vitality in the knowledge of the re- 
sponsibility for the wrong things done. 
A soul was never lifted an Inch to- 
wards heaven by pointing out its weak- 
nesses. One ounce of appreciation was 
worth a thousand tons of crticism. In 
the old days the training of the child 
dealt with the negative and not the 
positive side of character; but power 
was greater than learning, and the 
tendencies nowadays was 'to deal with 
the positive elements of human power. 

In the course of his address, the 
speaker told a number of anecdotes 
illustrating tils points. 

Tho session then adjourned. 

elementarTeducation 

A session in connection with the 
Elementary Education Department 
was held In the Assembly Hall yes- 
terday afternoon with J. B. W allis, 
principal of the Machray school, Win- 
nipeg, In the chair. The chairman In 
opening the proceedings pointed out 
that the present session was one of 
the most important in connection 
with thi' convention, for it dealt with 
the age of children when their minds 
was essentially In the formative per- 
iod. He drew attention to the im- 
portance of discussions following the 
papers read, and the essentiality of 
every province in the dominion being 
represented in these. He invited 
criticism of the most free, and full 
character. , ; 

Tho chairman himself read the first 
paper on •'English Composition in 
Elementary schools." There Was no 
subject in a more unsatisfactory con- 
dition in Canada, he said, than the 
'teaching of English composition. The 
question was, was' the system _ ol 
teaching satisfactory, or did it .need 
revision? If he wore to summarise 
the various alms of the teaching of 
composition he would say that it was 
first to give an outlet to the child's 
expression; second to develop the 
thought, the mental initiative, and the 
personality; and third to enable tho 
child to express its thoughts in a 
clear, concise, and effective manner. 
Since tho attainment of these aims 
had been incomplete the methods of 
teaching must be wrong. The pupil 
of today wrote his compositions 
through compulsion. It his opinion 
the development of the written lan- 
guage should be the same as the de- 
velopment of the. spoken. The sen- 
tence was the unit of composition, and 
the child should be taught to properly 
manipulate this before going on to the 
study of paragraphs. A method which 
had been employed was tho model 
method, where the sentences and 
paragraphs of standard writers were 
placed before the child, and It was in- 
structed to copy them. This had fail- 
ed in many instances because tho 
model had proved to be beyond 
tho comprehension of the pupil. 

The question which he had to dis- 
cuss was how the system could be 
bettered. He considered that teach- 
ers should bring composition down 
from a subject of Ideals and make It 
practical, teaching it under the same 
conditions as either arithmetic or 
geography wore t.i light. Teachers 
should remember that pupils were 
not budding novelists, but were in 
nearly all instances learning composi- 
tion because it would prove of prac- 
tical value In business employment. 
• Suggested Plan. 

The method which he advocated 
was that tho teacher must .have a 
knowledge of what was required, 
namely, that the unit of both written 
and spoken thought was tho sentence. 
Every effort should be made to in- 
crease the child's vocabulary. In 
Grade 1, the aimi should be to improve 
tho language of the child, and to give 
him more language. From the be- 
ginning care should bo taken that 
correctness prevailed In every par- 
ticular, In Grade 2, tho use of mem- 
ory gems should be employed, and the 
child's vocabulary still further in- 
creased. Grade ;i, should see the 
children passing from the shorter to 
the longer sentences, and still the Idea 
of correctness in everything should 
bo followed. In Grade 4, continued 
attention should be paid to tho manip- 
ulation of words, and the composi- 
tion of short sentences into long ones. 
Correctness of thought was of para- 
mount importance. When they reach- 
ed Grade r>, the pupils would, if they 
followed the lines Indicated above, 
have a thorough grasp of the mechan- 
ics of composition, and something in 
the nature of a composition along 
oratorical lines should be attempted. 
Grade 0. should see the teaching of 
the mccharlcal part of the education 
in composition finished. Grades 7 and 
8, still left much to bo done, and ex- 
tensive reading of good authors should 
be indulged in so as to encourage 
wider expression. At tho end of 
Grade 8, the pupils would have a 
knowledge and ability which would 
leave, no new difficulties open in the 
further education either at the high 
schools or universities of the land. 

Answering questions in the discus- 
sion which followed, Mr. Walils said 
that there would he no trouble in 
teaching the pupils the plan, as from 
h!s experience this seemed to become 
Intuitively known to them. In the 
junior grado tho teaching took the 
form of the telling of stories. The 
amount of knowledge which was 
gleaned from these, no matter how 
simple they wore, was remarkable. In 
developing the critical faculty he had 
found the getting of pupils to' read 
ono another's work had resulted In 
excellent: results. Ho made the pupils 
wntch for • sentences which they, 
thought they could bettor, and then' 
to give Illustrations. This method led'

to the development of a critical fac- 
ulty. The methods employed in tho 
teaching of composition In Canada 
wero what were termed the "waste, 
paper methods." Under tho plan 
which he outlined there was not near- 
ly so much correcting of compositions 
necessa ry. 

Study of Grammar Unnecessary. 

In reply to a question as to whether 
under his plan tho pupils were asked 
to analyze sentences, Mr. Waliis stat- 
ed that in his opinion the study of 
grammar was not necessary in con- 
junction with the study of composi- 
tion. As far as he knew there wore 
no definite laws of punctuation. .He 
had noticed that different printing 
houses had different methods. 

Dr. Greenwood, superintendent of 
city schools at Kansas City, said that 
the system of teaching composition In 
tho United States was very much In 
tho air at present. They had tried 
story telling methods, and In this con- 
nection he pointed out, much to the 
amusement of the: audience, that there 
wore some of the biggest liars in his 
country. Time had been fooled away 
doing little things in a llttlo way. Ac- 
cording to him the essentials of good 
composition were; not too many 
words and not too few; to use the 
right word or woids, In a sentence; 
to put each word In the sentence 
where it stood for most. Along these 
linos he said that the educational au- 
thorities in Kansas City wero getting 
some good results. Ho further be- 
lieved that somo few rules In punc- 
tuation and capitalization were ne- 
cessary. In conclusion, ho said that

Lou SMioles, the best oarsman the 
world lias ever produced, accompan- 
ied by his father, John F. Scholes, 
who was at one time tho best all 
around athlete in the world, arrived 
In Victoria last evening for a short 
Stay in the city. 

' Weighing ISO pounds the. champion 
was the picture of health, showing a 
trace of the tan received on the briny 
while making the single scull get over 
the water in fast time. 

The Toronto athlete and his father 
are on their way home from Nelson 
via Vancouver and expect to leave 
here this morning for Seattle, -where 
they will proceed to Portland, thence 
east by way of Ogden. 

Lou Scholes is a good naturcd, 111 .e- 
looking husky, with a vice-like grip 
worthy of none but a good oarsma.il, 
and talks of some of his world rec- 
ord performances as a modest buy 
would of a three-legged race. His 
next big performance will be on 
July 20-27, when he will enter the 
big Canadian championships' in the 
east, followed by the American 
championships on August C and 7. 

Although knocking around the 
country quite a bit the winner of 
the Diamond Sculls takes very goon 
care of himself, and he says it will 
take but a short time for him to get 
into shape, although he expects 
to tip the scales at ICS pounds 
him 12 pounds to take off. 

His Performances. 

One of the best known single scul- 
lers in the world is Lou Scholes, hav- 
ing the following performances to his 
credit: 

19C3— July 1, Dominion champion- 
ships, singles and doubles; August R 
and 9, Canadian championships, sin- 
gles and doubles; August 14 and 15, 
American championships, singles and 
doubles. 

1904— AVinner of Diamond Sculls at 
Henley-on-Thames. Broke the 
world's record by seconds, defeat- 
ing representatives from England, 
Australia, Germany and France. 

1905- 06-07 — Retained Dominion 
championships in doubles.. 

1907— Scholes went' to England hut 
the trip broke, hini up. He dropped 
from 214 to 157 pounds and when ho 
landed on the other side he was not 
in shape. 

His latest performance was to de- 
feat Desbrisay at Nelson on July 2. 
The Father. 

John F. Scholes, father of the world 
renowned Lou, is the picture of health 
in spite of the fact that he is in his 
67th year. 

In his day Dad Scholes was the 
best all around athlete in the world, 
having boxed such men a3 Jake Kil- 
rain, Jem Mace. Charlie Mitchell and 
Tom Allan. He was the champion 
five-mile single sculler of Toronto 
hay, played on the old championship 
Ontario lacrosse team, besides being 
a weight thrower of no mean ability. 

In 1871 John Scholes established a 
record for the one mile on snow shoes 
in tho fast time of 5:39%, and this 
record has never been broken to the 
present day. 

Besides the father and Lou there Is 
still another Scholes well known to 
the sporting public the world over. 
He is Jack Scholes. retired amateur 
featherweight champion of the world. 
Jack has been in retirement for nearly 
seven years. 

Lou Scholes will remain here but a 
short time hut while he is here Sec- 
retary Gray of the J. B. A. A. has 
kindly invited him to all the privi- 
leges of the local rowing club.

ment on the part of the public to hint 
that tho newspaper men had better 
Avithdraw. It is seldom thnt the. 
scribes are requested to do so in so 
many words, so dollcately is tho hint

Were it not for ' the fact that Mr.

Old Bone of Contention 
The trouble arose over the salary of 
the superintendent. At the first 
meeting of the recently reconsructed 
board, following the resignation or 
the three former nori-'council mem- 
bers, it was decided to give Mr. Eng- 
land a salary of $150 a month. The 
old board had suggested, when the 
hoard's estimates were put In earlier 
in the year, that the superintendent 
should be paid $90 a month by the 
board and the balance by the coun- 
cil. Tills the council mcmoers refused 
and Messrs. Arbuthnot, Pemberton 
and Wllkeraon resigned, claiming that 
since the board had not the right to 
say what its employees should get 
there was no reason for tho existence 
of the board. AVhen the new board 
was appointed by the mayor, and that 
action ratified by the council every- 
thing looked like plain sailing, but at 
the very fust meeting at which Aid. 
Henderson was the only council mem- 
ber present the board voted the $150 
out of its own funds, this being done 
after it was pointed out hat while the 
board has a perfect right to do what 
it likes with its own money it has no 
right to say that any portion of. the 
superintendent salary shall be paid 
out of citv funds. That contention 
was advanced to the old board by 
Aid. Henderson, and accordingly the 
new board decided that money other 
than that given the board should not 
be spent by it. 

Salary Held Up 
Following the action of the board 
the city treasurer was notified by tho 
secretary that Mr. England was to 
receive $150 a month, dating from the 
first of the year. Ever since that time 
tho increase has been held up by the 
finance committee of the council, and 
in fact the grant of such a salary so 
Incensed Aid. Stewart that he there- 
upon determined to put the board out 
of business, 

In the meantime, however, tho 
board continued, and last night when 
Mayor Hall and Aid. Henderson ad- 
vocated that Mr. England should be 
given $125 a month, and promised to 
recommend that amount to the coun- 
cil Mr. Fullerton asked them to go 
on record on the minutes of the board 
to that effect. But • they demurred, 
urging that tho -matter be left to the 
council. Mr. Fullerton Insisted at the 
same time, and askeft"''Why the press 
was not admitted; making' the claim 
that the matter, was a public one the 
public should know. The discussion 
grew warm, Mr. Fullerton claiming 
that Aid. Henderson after saying at 
a recent meeting that the board has 
a perfect right to pay its employees 
what it desired so long as the amount 
came from its own funds, was now 
attempting to. give control of parks 
funds into the hands of the council. 

Mr. Fullerton did not mince mat- 
ters, and as the mayor and Aid. Hen- 
derson would not give in he promptly 
handed in his resignation.

Old Warfare Between Council 
and Non-Council Members 
of Parks Board Renewed 



A member of the parka board for 
but a trifle over a month, and one of 
the three to succeed John Arbuthnot, 
F. B. Pemberton and G. F. Wilkerson, 
following the resignation of those 
gentlemen as a result of the trouble 
With the city council, H. M. Fullerton 
has followed In their footsteps. And 
once again the antagonism between 
the council and the non-council mem- 
bers has -been tho cause. 

After a stormy session consequent 
on that bone of contention, the salary 
to bo paid the parks superintendent, 
Mr. Fullerton handed in his resigna- 
tion at last night's meeting of .the 
board. Whether B. A. Lewis, another 
non-council member, will follow suit, 
Is not certain. In view of the fact 
that Aid. Stewart's by-law to repeal 
the Parks Board by-law, and thereby 
terminate tho existence of that body, 
will probably be considered at to- 
night's special meeting of the civic 
fathers, Mr. Lewis is content to await 
developments, evidently feeling that 
if tho by-law passes, his resignation 
will not be required, as lie will then 
have ceased to be a member of any 
board. Dr. Hall, the third non-coun- 
cil member, was not present. 

Press Not Needed 

Just what transpired at the meeting 
last night is known only from the 
statement made by Mr. Fullerton. 
The press representatives were ie- 
quested by Mayor Hull to retire from 
the committee room. It has now be- 
come an established rule when His 
AVorship has any topic which he feels

if one wanted to find anything in a 
chaotic condition, it was the teaching 
of composition in the United States. 

This brought the discussion on Mr. 
Wallis' paper to a conclusion. 

HIGHE R EDU CATION 

Higher Education 

Professor A. 12. Lang, of Victoria 
College, Toronto, presided at the af- 
ternoon meeting of the High school 
section yesterday. The subject of tho 
afternoon was that of specialisation In 
the higher institutions of learning. The 
chairman read an address in which he 
described the different methods of edu- 
cation in colleges. He showed that 
special courses called for a great ex- 
penditure of money. lie considered 
that It was not in the Interest of a 
liberal education to allow lads to 
choose a course before they had ac- 
quired a wide general knowledge and 
had their .minds disciplined by sound 
training. In the great colleges of the 
United iStates there was already felt a 
necessity for changing tho system. 
There were highly educated men in 
that country but tills was owing to the 
fact that in a great number of small 
colleges throughout the country the 
old plan of giving a sound education 
in which language mathematics and 
philosophy were thoroughly taught, 
was still followed. In the Canadian 
west we were about to establish uni- 
versities and it was most Important 
that thought should be taken as to 
what plan should be followed. 

Professor Milner 

Professor W. S. Milner, of Univer- 
sity College, Toronto, followed with a 
very profound and exhaustive paper 
on "What Is Specialization?" This 
speaker described the plan of educa- 
tion adopted in Toronto university 
and compared It With that of Oxford. 
He believed that Oxford men of the 
■highest class had a breadth and power 
not possessed by men educated in 
more modern schools. Higher educa- 
tion was, however, a consequence of 
the awakening of the mind, and al- 
though a. university training helped a 
man to attain it, this was not Indis- 
pensable. In tills connection Profes- 
sor Elliot's selection of books was al- 
luded to as was also Mr. Gladstone's 
much smaller number. 

The need there was in Western 
Canada to follow the best system in 
the new universities about to be es- 
tablished was dwelt upon by this 
speaker also. The American univer- 
sities were severely criticized. 

The address was listened to with the 
greatest attention. 

Dr. H. S. Pretchett, president of the 
Carnegie Foundation, being called 
upon, agreed thoroughly with the 
speaker In his criticism of tho great 
American schools. The system of al- 
lowing young lads to choose their spe- 
cial courses was fatal to sound learn- 
ing. There w*s neither the thorough-

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ness of these German gymnasia nor 
the sound intellectual training of those 
of England. Dr. Pretchett believed 
that a reformation had begun, how- 
ever. He considered that the stan- 
dard of matriculation would be raised. 
The boys would then enter college 
where a sound training In the lan- 
guages, mathematics and related sub- 
jects would be given them. Then they 
would enter the university where spe- 
cial courses would be followed by those 
who were thoroughly 'prepared to take 
advantage of them. 

Professor Shortt followed In a hu- 
morous speech. He did not believe 
that a system of education could be 
laid down as that would imply a want 
of life. Me spoke of the business man 
who had no other aim in life and of 
the specialist as those who were use- 
ful In tho community but who had 
failed to receive a higher education. 
As a practical man he believed that 
the greatest need of reform was in 
tho high schools where boys and girls 
learned to use the tools which helped 
them to acquire a higher education. 

Norman W. De Witt. of Toronto, 
and Mr. Strumburg, of Now Westmin- 
ster, also took part in the. discussion,

noon at the manual training centre, 
High school grounds; Interesting pa- 
pers on "Industrial Training For 
Teachers" by Lindley H. Bennett, 
Normal school, Regina, and on "The 
Development of tho Constructive Im- 
agination in our Woodwork Centres," 
by W. IT. Binns, Victoria, were read, 
aiid followed by discussions. 

A meeting of the Inspection and 
Training department which ■ was to 
have been held at the Pemberton 
gymnasium, High school, was ad- 
journed, the paper on tho profession 
preparation of the High school teacher 
being taken as read.

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A SPIRITED OFFER 

Mr. Michael Young, of the New 
England Hotel, Is so much pleased 
with the proposal to erect a structure 
on Beacon Hill after the design sug- 
gested by Mr. McGafCey, of the Van- 
couver Island Development League, a 
drawing of which by Mr. John Wilson, 
architect Of this city, we produced on 
Sunday, that he 1ms offered to give 
all the . logs necessary for the pur- 
pose. He has some lumber land near 
Otter Point, and upon It are growing 
some of the most beautiful trees to be 
found In this part of the Island. If 
the erection of the proposed "Par- 
thenon"' is decided upon, a sufficient 
number of these trees are at the dis- 
posal of those who may have the mat- 
ter In hand. Some expense would 
doubtless be necessary to get the logs 
cut and put in the water, but we ven- 
ture to think that Mr. Young's lib- 
erality would be seconded by some 
one, who would tow them to Victoria. 
The suggestion has been made that 
the work of putting up the structure 
might be taken in hand by the build- 
ing trades, the members of which 
Would devote a little of their spare 
time to it. If this could be arranged 
on some reasonable basis, we have not 
the least doubt about all the money 
needed for purposes for which do- 
nations of labor and material could 
not be expected, would be promptly 
forthcoming. What seems to be ne- 
cessary is for some public spirited 
citizen or group of citizens to take the 
matter up actively. 

There have been some objections to 
the proposed structure. One is that 
the hill clad in broom, Is more beau- 
tiful than any edifice can make it. In 
reply to this we suggest that a broom- 
clad hill, surmounted with a massive 
structure of the kind proposed, would 
be a majestic picture. The building 
would only occupy. ;tho summit of -the 
hill. Another objection, is that tlie 
building could be put to no profitable 
use. On this point we have to say 
that to put forward this claim is to 
take things too much for granted. If 
we provide facilities for almost any- 
thing they are almost certain to be 
utilized. Such a structure would be 
invaluable for conventions of certain 
kinds, for large assemblies, for indoor 
entertainments of all kinds. There Is 
no manner of doubt that the revenue 
from it would more than repay the city 
for the cost of maintaining it. That 
such a structure would be a great at- 
traction to all visitors, and that the 
fame of it would go abroad through- 
out all the world is one of the thlng3 
that may be regarded as certain. It 
should be provided with a roof, from 
which an outlook would be afforded. 
It ought to be surmounted with a 
powerful light, which would send its 
beams far out to sea. A part of it 
o,ught to be devoted to a museum. Its 
walls ought to exhibit our native 
woods In ail stages of finish. The pro- 
ject has very much to commend It. 
In Its way such an edillce would be 
unique.

MORE ABOUT FLAGS. 

On July -1, some silly people from 
the United States drove through To- 
ronto with the Union Jack trailing in 
the dust behind them ami the Stars 
and Stripes hoisted over their car- 
riage. All the Toronto papers have 
had editorials on the subject. If that 
sort of thing had happened in this 
city, tlie carriage would have been 
stopped, and unless its Inmates could 
offer some excuse for their perform- 
ance, they would have received a 
sound licking, and If they complained 
tf) (lie police and lines were imposed 
upon their assailants, , the money 
would have been raised in live min- 
utes by popular subscription. Hut in 
Toronto the people put up with the 
Uisult to their Hag, and the papers 
wrote editorials about it, quoting 
pqetry, double-leading the lines, em- 
ploying capitals and generally resort- 
ing to all the mechanical tricks which 
some papers think necessary to give 
point to an article. On thc\.samc day 
a Nova Scotia schooner was lying at 
Stamford, Connecticut, and her mas- 
ter hoisted his Hag in honor of the 
day, but was requested to take it 
down, which lie promptly did. Not 
very long ago a party of Americans, 
among whom were some ladies, were 
in Victoria. In the course of an en- 
tertainment at which they were pre- 
sent, those present stood and sang 
God Save tlie King, t«nd one of tlie 
ladles was overheard saying to an- 
other: "I call tills a gratuitous in- 
sult." It is no doubt, true, as we are 
often told, that our United States 
neighbors love us dearly, but they 
j do not yet appear to have found it 
out. 

Really our neighbors are carrying 
; tills Hag business to an absurdity. In 
fa recent magazine story one of the 
'characters, speaking of the ' tUnited 



States, is represented as saying that a 
certain smartness, upon which the 
story turns, is the quality which 
makes that country superior in every- 
thing to every other country. The 
reuder of the story may rind himself 
not altogether free from suspicion 
that this claim Is "writ sarkastic." 
but really, when one" reads the in- 
tensely silly things said by our neigh- 
bors about themselves and witnesses 
their frenzied nonsense about the 
particular piece of bunting which 
constitutes their Hag, around which, 
by the way, no very remarkable mem- 
ories are associated, he is likely to 
conclude that they are • fast 'talcing 
leave of their good judgment. The 
Right Rev. Charles D. Williams, Pro- 
testant Episcopal Bishop of Michigan, 
has been much Impressed.- by this 
trait of ills countrymen and not a little 
alarmed, because of it. He tolls them 
that they are making' a -great mistake 
to be so very sure of themselves. To 
believe in Inevitable ' success and su- 
premacy he i regards • as an unwise 
thing. "It is character - that determines 
the fate of nations and. of individuals," 
he says, and adds: "A false patriotism 
shuts its eyes to that law and trusts, 
blindly and with stupid obstinacy to 
manifest destiny." He tells them 
that faith in one's country calls for 
sacrifice's on its behalf, that nothing 
paralyzes effort like the sense of 
having a sure thing, that to suppose 
oae's country is foreordained to be 
the greatest and happiest country in 
the world — whether they do anything 
to make it or not — Is to prepare the 
way for national disaster. One of 
the comic papers recently published 
an alleged statement by King George 
HI. to the effect that the people of 
the revolting colonies might get rid 
of him, but within two centuries they 
would have a much more absolute ty- 
rant, and it adds that 'the King in his 
prophetic eye saw Senator Aldrich. 
Many a true word is spoken In jest, 
and nothing could be nearer the truth 
than this melancholy joke. The cock- 
suredness of the people of the United 
States that nothing that is not good 
can possibly come out of their in- 
stitutions is leading them to submit 
to a tyranny which the Revolutionary 
fathers would not have tolerated for 
a day. With their unreasoning con- 
fidence in their future they have 
ceusod to exercise that vigilance, 
which one of their own statesmen 
long ago told them was the price of 
liberty. Their rights are being filched 
from them one by one, and in pro- 
portion as they are becoming the 
slaves of accumulated wealth, organ- 
ized greed and- corrupt politics,- they 
are growing more frantic over their 
flag, and 'more insolently assertive 
of their own superiority — a superior- 
ity which Is not reflected cither in 
their laws, their administration of 
justice, their regard for the rights of 
each other or their attitude towards 
the people of other nations.

THE SELKIRK CENTENNIAL 

It is pleasant to learn that the wish 
of the people of Winnipeg to celebrate 
the centennial of the establishment of 
the Selkirk Colony by an All-Canadian 
Exposition In 1912 is meeting with 
very considerable support in Eastern 
Canada. As tlie Toronto World points 
out, Winnipeg is a central point within 
thirty-six hours journey of 10,000,000, 
a fact which of Itself justifies 
tlie celebration of the anniversary re- 
ferred • to. The whole West would 
profit by such an Exposition, even to a 
greater extent than Winnipeg itself. 
There is not a part of all our vast 
Canada, between tlie Great Lakes and 
the Pacific Ocean, the International 
Boundary line and the Arctic Ocean, 
that would not receive an impetus 
from the Exposition. 

When Sir Wilfrid Laurler was Inter- 
viewed on the subject by a Winnipeg 
delegation he declined to give any sat- 
isfactory assurance. Probably the rea- 
son advanced by him— that he felt he 
ought to consult his colleagues, was 
the true reason, although if lie had 
said that In tlie then uncertain condi- 
tion of the revenue he did not care to 
enter into any fresh undertakings we 
do not think he would have been ad- 
versely criticized. Hut since then the 
revenue has shown a recovery of Its 
buoyancy, and' there will be money 
available without materially interfer- 
ing witli the regular demands of the 
public service. The people of Winni- 
peg are asking for a good deal, $-',500,- 
000; but we believe the money would 
be well spent for such a purpose. 

IRON IN CANADA 

The utilization of low-grade iron 
ore in the United KtaP- s | H rapidly In- 
creasing. Three causes are assigned, 
namely, tlie convenience with which 
low-grade mines can be worked, the 
exhaustion of high-grade ores and the 
reservation of high-grade ores. The 
latter is said not to be a very in- 
fluential factor in tlie case. Mr. F. 
Hille, of tlie Canadian Department of 
Mines, has reached the conclusion 
that low-grade ores will be very much 
more largely utilized in the future 
than in the past The United States 
Steel Corporation appreciates the sit- 
uation and is endeavoring to 
strengthen its position so as to con- 
trol all its high-grade mines. We are 
reliably Informed of an effort, hap- 
pily unsuccessful, on the part of that 
corporation to acquire control of the 
only undertaking on the Pacific Coa3t, 
which proposes to make steel, with 
the object of preventing tlie estab- 
lishment of that Industry here, except 
when and under such circumstances 
as suited its purposes. It is said that 
iron ore costs the Steel Corporation 
about S-i.3i> per ton delivered at its 
smelters. This would make the iron 
in the ore, if the grade was high, cost 
before it was smelted, about $G.50 a 
ton. If luwcr grade ore is used- the 



cost will be increased proportionately, 
because It is just n3 expensive to 
handle poor ore as good ore. More- 
over, it will cost more per ton to 
smelt the former than the latter, as a 
genorul proposition, and there Is very 
much more waste matter to be dis- 
posed of. All these things will add to 
the cost of iron and steel produced 
from low-grade oro3, - so that unless 
high grades are available, either the 
price of iron and steel must go up, the 
wuges of operators must be cut down 
or the profits must diminish to the 
vanishing point. There may, there- 
fore, be a 'reasonable anticipation that 
the high-grado Canadian ores will 
shortly be extensively utilized, unless, 
Indeed, as seems not wholly Improb- 
able, the Steel Corporations may de- 
termine to extend the sphere of Its 
operations to China. It may not be 
generally known that in one of the 
Chinese provinces there is the great- 
est of all coal fields in the world as- 
sociated with the greatest known Iron 
deposits. 1 Tills vast potential source 
of wealth is in a country where there 
is an abundance of the cheapest labor 
in the world, labor- that, for .some pur- 
poses Is tho equal of any other.' Five 
dollars of our money will today pay 
tlie wages of sixty Chinese laborers 
in China for one day, that is of such 
Chinamen as work in the' mills and 
factories that have been established 
by Europeans in that country. We 
must always take China into account 
in considering the industrial develop- 
ment of any part of the world, and 
as 'we see the matter, It is Chinese 
competition alone that, will prevent 
the early utilization of Canadian Iron 
ores on a very extensive scale. And 
this is more than a mere theoretical 
consideration. 



Lord Rosebc-ry has decided to take 
leave of the Liberal party. He Is go- 
ing to write a letter In which he will 
give his reasons for so doing. It will 
take more than a letter from the dis- 
tinguished peer to stem the tide of 
English democracy. The country is 
passing through one of the many crises 
which seem necessary for the full de- 
velopment of British Institutions. Ono 
might fear the outcome, if it were not 
for tho lessons of English history. 



When Kipling learned that his 
taxes were going to be increased he 
got In an awful state of mind and 
emitted some rhyming drivel In which 
the British empire is represented as 
going to "the demnltion bow- 
wows." Kipling was intensely pa- 
triotic when he exhorted the rest of 
us to "pay, pay, pay," but he got In 
a panic th,e moment the collection 
plate was passed In his direction. As- 
tonishing — isn't It — how patriotic we 
are with other people's money. We 
all remember how ready Artemus 
Ward was to sacrifice all his 
relations for the good of his country. 
There 'seems to be a good many peo- 
ple of this kind In the Mother Coun- 
try just now. 



Mr. John Cotton Dana, one of tho 
most prominent librarians In tlie 
United States, is authority for tiro 
statement that' less than a quarter of 
a million people in that country read 
the magazines, and of these the ma- 
jority do little more than look at tho 
pictures, or read an article to see 
what the' pictures are about. Under 
these circumstances the vast amount 
of money spent in magazine advertis- 
ing must be largely wasted, and cer- 
tainly the influence of magazine writ- 
ers upun the public mind must be far 
less than most people have supposed. 
Mr. Dana says that the readers of the 
better class of unillustrated magazines 
does not exceed 25,000. 



Mr. William Whyte, of the Canadian 
Pacific, points out In an article in the 
Canada- West Monthly that fifty years 
ago the timbered area of the United 
States and Canada was about 1,250,- 
000,000 acres; now It is about SO0.00O,- 
000, and most of this cutting away has 
taken place In the last thirty-live 
years. He says it has been proved 
that tlii> whole prairie region of Can- 
ada Is forestable. We quote: "Broad- 
way in Winnipeg is one of the most 
beautiful streets in the world and the 
elms have made It so. The foliage has 
become so thick that the trees them- 
selves will have to be thinned out. Of 
all the elms planted in Winnipeg, the 
records do not show that one per cent 
has died." 



The first page of the London Daily 
Mail of July 1, Is taken up with an 
advertisement of tho Grand Trunk rail- 
way and tlie Grand Trunk Pacific. It 
also contains a picture of the European 
traffic headquarters of the two com- 
panies, at 17 and 10 Cockspur street, 
London, S. W. The advertisement de- 
scribes the headquarters as "A Cana- 
dian Commercial Embassy and Indus- 
trial Information Bureau." In the ad- 
vertisement is an extract from a speech 
by Joseph Howe, delivered in Halifax 
In 1851,, when he said, "I believe that 
many In this room will live to hear the 
whistle of the locomotive in the Rocky 
Mountains, and to make the journey 
from Halifax to tlie Pacific Ocean in 
from live- to six days." It also quotes 
Sir John Macdonaid as saying in 1873: 
"Whatever may be the popular opinion 
of the moment, 1 venture to say that 
In twenty years' time there will not be 
a man In all Canada who will dare 
stand up and say that the building of 
the Transcontinental Railway was not 
a wise and patriotic act." Get those 
quotations well Into your heads, O ye 
of little faith, who cannot make up 
your minds that we hope to have a 
transcontinental railway from "the 
plains of Alberta to the ports of Van- 
couver Island."

Naval Volunteer Force. 

Vancouver, July 14,— The Vancouver 
'branch of the Navy league, In the fur- 
. therance of its general aim to promote 
.•:\vhatever will tend to strengthen the 
rfaaval supremacy of, -the British Empire, 
"discussed at tho annual general meet- 
ing of the association held in the board 
of trade rooms yesterday afternoon, the 
organization of a, naval volunteer force 
-In Vancouver. Sir Charles Hibbert 
Tupper, the president of the league, 
who presided, explained that under the 
' regulations of the present Militia act, 
there was no provision for the organiz- 
ation and maintenance of a naval vol- 
unteer force, but the league had felt 
the importance of such an organization, 
and the hon. secretary had prepared a 
form to which those who desired to 
co-operate and support In the forma- 
tion ot a. naval volunteer reserve force, 
were asked to subscribe their names. 
Such a list of volunteers would, when 
\ brought before the militia authorities 
of the Dominion, serve to indicate that 
when naval reserve forces were au- 
thorized, there would be a body of men 
at this port ready to enlist, and put 
the BCheme into practical use. 

This proposal of the league was, 
heartily endorsed by several members 
present, Captain Eddie and Captain 
•Archer pointing out the practical and 
educational value of such an organiza- 
tion. Lieut. Reid, R. N. R., urged that

before they reach the a'ge of eighteen. 
There are nearly a million school chil- 
dren in the country today who will die 
of this disease-before they are of age, 
the statement., continued. To offset 
this yearly waste, the children are be- 
ing educated about the dangers of 
tuberculosis and the methods to be 
taken for its prevention, and during the 
school year just closed over 3,500,000 of 
the 17,000,000 school children in the 
United States, the society states, have 
received such training.

Completing Garbage Wharf. 

Work 011 the new garbage wharf at 
the foot of Herald street is about 
completed and the concrete founda- 
tion for the new incinerator which 
will be located at that spot has been 
completed. The new wharf will bo 
considerably higher than the old, thus 
permitting the loading of the gar- 
bage scows at high tide. With the old 
wharf it was found that at high tide 
the scow was higher than the wharf 
and garbage carried to the wharf had 
to be unloaded thereon and left until 
low tide when the scow could bo (Hi- 
ed. The new wharf will permit of 
dumping of garbage into the scows 
at any state of the tide. 

Installing Alarm System. 

Work on the installation of the new 
fire alarm system is being rapidly car- 
ried on. The present one-circuit cover- 
ing the entire city will be discontinued 
and 'instead the city will bp. served by 
live circuits each Independent of the 
other, the city to be divided into live 
districts, each served by a separate 
circuit. The work will be finished in 
about three weeks when the various 
circuits will be connected up with 
new up-to-date non-Interfering, re- 
peating, storage battery which has 
been installed at the central fire sta 
tlon. When the new system Is In op- 
eration the danger of break downs 
now experienced on the one circuit 
system will be eliminated. In case 
of a break only the district served by 
the circuit out of order will be af- 
fected. 



Foundati on For The Big Pumps 

Work on the concrete foundations 
which will bear the big pumps for 
the salt water, high pressure system 
is now underway and as soon as lln- 
Ished the pumps will be Installed. 
With a capacity of 4,000,000 gallons 
per day each or 2,500 Imperial gallons 
per minute either pump will be able 
to deliver more water than the big 
pump at the North Dairy Farm on 
the domestic water supply which can 
pump 3,000,000 gallons per 24 hours. 
As tlie standard fire stream Is con- 
sidered to be 250 gallons per minute 
with SO pounds pressure at the hy- 
drant the high pressure system will be 
able to pump 3,000 American gallons 
or about 12 streams of H50 gallons 
each with a hydrant pressure of from 
120 to 130 pounds according to eleva- 
tion of hydrant. 



Returns From Tour. 

Mr. Baynes Reed returned on Tues- 
day from an inspection tour of the 
meteorological stations in the Koote- 
nays. The places visited were Spenees 
Bridge, Nicola, Princeton, Hedlev, 
Keremeoa, Midway, Falrvlew, Pentie- 
ton, Summerland, Kelownu, Vernon, 
Enderhy, Revelstoke, Needles, Ross- 
land, Nelson, Cranbrook Glacier, Gol- 
den, Athelmer, Salmon Arm, Kam- 
loops and Truntiulllo sanitarium. He 
reports that crop conditions are gen- 
erally satisfactory although fruit 
crops are expected to be somewhat be- 
low the average yield, and In some 
districts considerable damage was 
caused by the last winter's frosts and 
the absence of the usual protection of 
snowfall. The summers rainfall 
seems to have been beyond tho aver- 
age and in most places has been bene- 
ficial. It was Interesting to note the 
present generally healthy conditions 
of tho orchards and the almost en- 
tire absence of insect peats.

Residents in Vicinity of Mount 
Tolmie and Gorge Roads 
■Chafe at Delay . , 



Residents In South Saanlch on 
Mount Tolmie road and branch 
streets as well as in the vicinity of 
the Gorge road ure strenuously kick- 
ing because, though they have waited 
for a long time for a water supply, 
there does not appear to fee any 
chance, in the immediate future at 
least, that their wishes will be ful- 
filled.

On the Gorge 
road from the end of tho city main 
to about half way to the Craigflower 
road the service was also requested. 

The municipality bus been assured 
verbally by the city that the ser- 
vices would bo installed but as to tho 
arrangement of share of cost no de- 
cision has been arrived nt. Whether 
the city will pay tho whole cost of the 
work of laying the mains and charge 
on tho same basis as is done in the 
city or whether the municipality shall 
bear a part of the expense, and if so 
what are questions on which the city 
and the municipality have not yet 
got together, and in the meantime 
residents in those sections are with- 
out the necessary supply of water 
and are declaring that life without 
water has become about unbearable.

FAVOR IVI0T0R ENGINE 

Firo Wardens Will Recommend Pur- 
chase of Most Up-to-date Fire 
Fighting Machine 

The fire wardens will recommend to 
the city council the purchase of a 
motor fire engine. After considera- 
tion of the various types of engine, 
two were decided upon, either one. 
of which will be. purchased, a Merry- 
weather motor engine costing about 
$8,500 or a Waterous engine costing 
in the neighborhood of S5.G00. The 
former is driven by its own steam 
and is capable of carrying 1,000 feet 
of hose and five men. The latter is 
of the horse drawn type. 

The fire wardens favor the motor 
engine. While the expense is greater 
the fact that hose and men can be 
carried makes the engine a miniature 
brigade. In speed in arriving at a 
fire it would far surpass the horse 
drawn engine and besides the differ- 
ence In first cost would be almost 
made up, were the aWterous engine 
purchased, by the outlay for the pur- 
chase and upkeep of horses and har- 
ness required in the case of the latter. 

.Motor engines have been tried at 
Vancouver and have proved a success. 
Steam is always kept, up in the en- 
gine to SO pounds pressure and tho 
instant an alarm is turned in the en- 
gine Is ready to respond, while on ar- 
rival at tho scene of blaze men and 
hose enough are ready to at once 
commence operations. 

Yesterday a quantity of rubber 
coats, nozzles, hose and other lire 
lighting acessorles recently ordered 
arrived and will be at once placed in 
service. <

In autos, strung out in single file, 
tho Mayor, Aldermen Raymond, Mable, 
Turner, Fullerton, Bishop, Henderson, 
and Stewart, Arthur L. Adams, and 
Water Commissioner Raymur, jaunted 
over the system and viewed tlie chief 
parts of the work. 

After a visit to the Yates street 
pumping station, which, as they recog- 
nized at once, was working In excellent 
manner, tho cavalcade proceeded to the 
high level tank on St. Charles street. 
The tank Is not full, only about three- 
quarters, but as there is no guage it 
was Impossible to determine the exact 
depth. From the high level tank the 
autos sped to the North Dairy Farm 
pumping station, where the. big pumps 
were admired, and the civic fathers 
watched the wheels go round. 

Then on to the reservoir, where Jho 
party walked about the walls, admired 
the view, and took a look at tlie "leak." 
Surprise was manifested that such a 
small amount of water was escaping,

Here and There 




The world has many monuments of 
conquests, and thousands erected to 
the memory of conquerors. No one 
will think that these have not served 
a good purpose. The great generals 
of the past have had many noble 
qualities, which perhaps personal 
bravery \va3 not the greatest. War, 
awfi-1 as It has been, and terrible as 
have been the sufferings it has al- 
ways brought, has often helped the 
progress of civilization. There are 
many who believe that the time is 
coming when hatred and strife be- 
tween nations will i»be impossible. 
Good people' all over the world are 
working towards that end. One of the 
first to suggest that a statue should 
be erected to the memory of a great 
peace was Lord Grey, the governor 
general of Canada. But perhaps It 
will always be difficult to dissociate 
any monument erected on the Plains 
of Abraham from the idea of con- 
quest — to show by the most beautiful 
of emblems that the memory of the 
battle fought at Quebec has passed 
entirely away. 

It is' only when wo look back over 
a long period that we see how far the 
nations have advanced on the road to 
universal peace. For nearly a hun- 
dred years the United States and the 
mother country have peaceably set- 
tled all their disputes and disagree- 
ments. It- is as long since there has 
been a war between the neighboring 
countries of Franco and England. 
There is' a movement to celebrate in 
1915 the centennial of peace between 
these countries. The form which the 
memorial may take has not been yet 
decided upon, but the Idea has taken 
root in the old countries, and In both 
the United States and Canada it is 
spoken of. Canadians are specially 
interested In this matter. It was on 
the soil of our country that the last 
war between England and the United 
States was sought, and many, of the 
disputes that have been settled by ar- 
bitration were over the boundaries 
between this country and our great 
neighbor to the south of us. During 
the century side by side with a fepl- 
ing of self reliance and independence 
In Canada there has grown up a 
sentiment of friendliness for our 
neighbor to the south of us. We have 
learned that Canada can prosper 
whatever may be the policy of the 
United States, but at the same time 
we are bound to the Republic by many 
ties, not the least of which are the 
presence In each country of the sons 
and daughters of the other. It should 
not be very difficult to plan some 
great institution that would serve, 
not only as a sign of friendship, but 
would do much to perpetuate it, and 
to advance the cause of civilization 
in both. Five years Is not too long to 
prepare for such a work, and It may 
well be believed that there are few 
citizens of either country who would 
not be willing to contribute towards 
a memorial of a century of peace.

The teaching of temperance has 
been introduced . into the schools of 
England. The board of education ha3 
prepared a syllabus of special lessons 
and a number of temperance societies 
have offered the services of special 
lecturers, and in some cases these 
have been accepted by some of the 
boards. It has been found; ho'wovcr, 
that some of these voluntary teach- 
ers have had more zeal than knowl- 
edge or discretion, and the result will 
be that the lessons will be given by 
the regular teachers. Even the gov- 
ernment syllabus has cqme In for a 
share of criticism. It is divided into 
three sections. The first deals with 
food and its use, the second with the 
effects of alcoholic beverages on the 
body, and the third, which must be 
studied by children over twelve years 
only shows the evil consequences of 
intemperance to' the individual, tb the 
home and to the state. Teachers arc: 
warned that in this branch of in- 
struction they must use their reason 
and common sense, ana guard against 
incorrect statements and a fanatical 
attitude. 

Though there is no doubt that the. 
wise instruction of children will be 
of great effect in making the future 
generation soberer than the present 
this teaching is beset with difficulties. 
These are chiefly connected with the 
second section of the syllabus. Scien- 
tists are by no means agreed upon the 
effects of alcohol on the human body. 
In many text books on the subject 
statements are made which the in- 
telligent and conscientious teacher 
hesitates to force children to learn. On 

I the other hand, the evils of lntempor- 

| ance are so apparent that every one 
who has the good of the children at 

i heart cannot hesitate to point them 

1 out. 

I In this, as in all moral teaching, the 
l good effect of dwelling on the evil is 
| to be doubted. To place before the 
children high standards and noble 
ldeuls, to train them in the virtues 
we wish them to practice will make 
them stronger to resist temptation 
when It comes to them than any 
warnings against an evil which is 
outside their experience. 

It should be our aim as long as 
possible to keep children from a 
knowledge of wickedness. The warn- 
ings that are necessary for boys and 
girls about to enter upon the world's 
work may be very mischievous when 
impressed upon little ones to whoso 
experiences they are unsutted. 

Among the guests of the Women's 
Councils In Victoria on Monday was 
a Canadian lady who has been very 
active In a good cause. This was 
Miss Peters, of Now Brunswick. The 
work in which Miss Peters has been 
active Is the establishing of play- 
grounds for children In the cities. 
Before this matter had attracted the 
attention which is now everywhere 
given to It, two terrible accidents to 
children In her home city of St. John, 
N. B., drew the attention of Miss 
Peters to the need of places where the 
children could play In safety. At first 
her proposal was laughed at as the 
plan of an amiable but unpractical 
enthusiast. Now she has seen It taken

Canadian cities. . ' 

Now that many playgrounds are 
opened in St. John, Miss Peters and 
her associates are endeavoring to get 
the schoolboard to undertake their 
care. She insists that not only in the 
cities, but- in country districts much 
good would bo done I if the play- 
ground belonging to the schools were 
used not only during school hours, but 
In the evenings and on holidays. Miss 
Peters Is a great believer in the vir- 
tue of organized healthy play as a 
preparation for citizenship. It Is the 
children, and in all cities there are 
too many of them, Who do not know 
how to play that in after life become 
loafers and criminals. 

In our own cities. Miss Peters 
thinks, it is the part of wisdom to 
prepare for the future by setting 
aside, space for playgrounds while 
land can be procured cheaply.

By winning yesterday Roalta placed 
himself in the ranks of the highest 
class horses racing at Oak Bay Such 
speedburners as Redondo, Mill Song, 
Burleigh and Milpltas were in his 
wake, and followers of the King's 
sport know that each nnd every one 
of those named equities are racers of 
rare mer.it. Roalta's victory was a 
popular one, for he looked a logical 
favorite to the regulars, although a 
select paddock coterie sent Milpltas to 
the barrier, occupying favorite posi- 
tion. Milpltas' showing was below 
par, but It is claimed it was caused 
by his being bothered just as Starter 
Dwyer released the webbing. 

Selling Race War On 
When Aristotle. Barney Schreiber's 
four-ye»r-o'd hread winner, entered 
the winning ring a large number of 
horsemen congregated around the 
pagoda anticipating what they call In 
the vernacular of -the race track "a 
lift." No sooner had Presiding Judge 
Skinner got through, saying "Gentle- 
men, the winner "of this race Aristotle 
Is entered to be sold for $200. Is there 
any advance on" this run?" then all 
ears were open;" arid everyone expect- 
ed somo big- doing st. C. C. Emmett, 
owner - of - SamrMcGlbben, .which'horse 
finished ' se'eorief; ' stepped out of the 
crowd and Immediately 3aid: "Five 
hundred." T. E. Crist, who trains for 
Schreiber, said: "Five hundred and 
five," arid Aristotlo was lead back to 
Schreiber's stable. '. 

All the looker-ons were satisfied, but 
those few words uttered by C. C. Em- 
mett meant that it cost Schreiber 
$155 to win with Aristotle, and that 
Sam McGibben's 3hare for running 
second was $187:50: 

There is a rule In selling races well 
known to the regulars, but for the 
benefit- of the uninitiated I will try. to 
make It clear. A selling race was 
originally instituted to give the own- 
ers of the poorer class horses a chance 
to wMn ,puraes. In another part of this 
page will be found the scale of 
weights usod for the month of July 
by the Victoria Country Club. This 
scale applies In all races. Now in 
selling races an owner has an oppor- 
tunity of lessening the weight his 
horse carries by lowering the price 
he ,cnter3 the horse to be sold for. 
Yesterday Aristotle was entered In a 
selling race to be sold for $200. This 
race was what they call "a $200 top 
and bottom affair," or In other words 
each horse entered was put in at $200. 
If it were a race with $1,000 top 
price, the conditions would read so 
many pounds off the scale for every 
$100 less than the top price. For ex- 
ample say the maximum was $1,000 
and the minimum price was $200, and 
the conditions allowed two pounds 
for each hundred, Aristotle's regular 
weight on account of his sex would 
be 119 pounds, and if ho were entered 
to be sold for $200 he would have to 
carry 103 pounds or 1G pounds below 
the scale. But yesterday as Is writ 
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Outside of Roalta's wonderful effort 
in the fourth and the bidding up. of 
Aristotle the principal happening at 
Willows - was the ea3y manner Con- 
vent Bell and Sir Angus captured 
their respective, races. Convent Bell 
had forced the barrier only once be- 
fore at this meeting, and incidentally 
finished last, however, that fact didn't 
deter the wise ones from sending her 
to the post a hot even money chance.

Jockey Campbell McGavin, who lias 
been In tlie .argentine Kepulillc, ar- 
rived In Victoria several days ago, arid, 
lifter receiving liis license, will be a 
welcome addition to tne u Ulowa numg 
brigade. McGavin speaks most enter- 
tainingly of racing iii tlie lanus soulli 
of tlie Equator, 

"The one Dung that lias kept ringing 
In my ears ever since the uuy 1 nisi 
set loot on youth American soil," said 
HcGaVln in Hie grandstand at the Oak 
Hay track yesterday, "is tlie absence ut' 
American noraemen in a land where 
tlie held is golden, where the stakes or 
prizes, ns tney are called down there, 
lar excel in amount those ottered by the 
Jockey clubs in England, France, or 
America, and here the racing game, 
Which is conducted by the various gov- 
ernments, is placed on the very highest' 
level as a sport." 

McGavin, who , was employed by Sam 
Hildreth two years ago, and who pre- 
pared Montgomery i'or the -Burns 
handicap,, departed for South. America 
Bhortly alter this California turf, classic 
was decided, and neglected to take a 
jockey club license with him, intend- 
ing tnat the trip should be one of plea- 
sure rather than any profit that might 
come by way of the saddle. Arriving 
In Chile, the fever Jo get back into tlie 
colors seized him, and he obtained a 
license to ride at one of the meetings, 
but when he reached Argentine Repub- 
lic the officials of the Buenos Ayres 
Jockey club refused to allow him to 
accept a mount unless he could furnish 
the necessary credentials from tlie 
American Jockey Club. 

Michaels in Chili. 

In Chile he met Harry Michaels, once 
a star jockey on the New York tracks,

Michaels, according to 
McGavin, was riding us a free lance 
when he reached Chile, having previ- 
ously been in the employ of Carlos lid- 
wards, a multimillionaire turfman and 
publisher of Mercurla, one of the many 
i racing journals. Another former 
I American jockey who is pressing 



days a week at the Hippodrome 
Argentine, and the attendance every 
day Is between 30,000 and -40,000. In 
fact, every afternoon at the race track 
at .Buenos Ayres resembles Futurity 
day at Sheopshend Bay. The stake 
events In many instances carry as 
much as $50,000 to the winner, while 
the smallest amount of money tittered 
in ordinary purse events is $3,000. 

Purse of ?1,000,000 

"The Hippodrome Argentine Jockey 
Club lias arranged a handicap for the 
fall of 1910, which will no doubt open 
the eyes of the racing world to what 
extent the sport has reached in that 
country. It is to be called the Cen- 
tenary, in commemoration . of the 
centennial release of the people of 
Argentine and other South American 
countries from Spanish domain, and 
Will be worth $1,000,000. Each repub- 
lic will contribute to the stake. 

"The most notable sires and former 
turf idols are to be found In the lux- 
urious breeding farms in Argentine. 
Diamond Jubilee, who was bought 
in for $100,000, Is down . there. 
Many of tlie get of Melton, sire 
of the lamented Sysonby, are run- 
ning on the race tracks around Bue- 
nos Ayres, and almost up to the time 
of his death Ornmonde made his home 
at one of the Buenos Ayres breeding 
establishments. Ormonde, racing men 
will all recall, was purchased by W. 
O'B. McDonough, of San Francisco, 
for $150,000, but he did not survive 
long after being transferred to Cali- 
fornia, and at his death was Interred 
at Menlo park, California. 

"So great was the love for this fa- 
mous English-bred thoroughbred that 
negotiations were begun by the Eng- 
lish turf followers some time after his 
interment in Menlo park looking for 
his return to England. The carcass 
was finally exhumed and taken to 
London, where it was dismantled and 
the skeleton placed on exhibition In 
the British museum. I had the. pleas- 
ure of viewing his remains while I 
was In London, and the attendant in- 
formed me he was as- much of an at-

Michaels hard on the Chilian, riico 
tracks for flrat lionprsi is Charlie Gray, 
who lias become known -as the Hindoo 
of the American interlopers' In more 
ways than one. .McGavin says Gray 
has grown' very wealthy in that far- 
away country, where lie not only owns 
one of the most costly stables-, but does 
most of his own riding. Just as he 
was leaving Chile for Argentine Mc- 
Gavin met Dave Englander, a well- 
known American rider, and "who, by 
the way, rode for. Joe Stern, the owner 
of Mitre and Lady -Elizabeth, who are 
now racing at tlie Willows, who in- 
tended to join the American colony 
of jockeys at that point. 

McGavin returned from South. 
America by way of England; where lie 
stopped over tn witness some of the 
early spring jumping races, lie then 
Journeyed to New Vorkl and hearing of 
British Columbia racing, decided he 
would come here and apply for a 
license. 

McGavin is simply enwrapped witli 
the condition of racing in South 
America, and he is firmly of the opin- 
ion that if American turfmen of wealth 
and standing were aware of the op- 
portunities that exist on the Southern 
race courses, they would not be slow 
to take advantage of them. 

"AVe Americans, and the English- 
men, /for that matter," declared the 
little jockey with a smile, 'have been 
deluding ourselves with the belief that 
•we have reached the top round of turf 
perfection. Racing at Buenos Ayres 
easily outclasses the 3port In every 
particular at any other point in the 
"world. The stakes are bigger, the 
liorses better and the attendance 
greater at the hippodrome Argentine 
in Buenos Ayres than at any other 
«aco course In the world. Rac- 
ing Is carried on two or three 



traction as any other • curio in the 
museum ! I I 

"Buenos Ayres is a city with more, 
than l;000,000 population; and it might 
safely, be ..said t)iat every Inhabitant 
is a racing patron. The city Is one of 
the most beautiful and cleanest In the 
world, all the main avenues being 
about three times as wide as Gov- 
ernment street here. Nearly all the 
large buildings— and there are sev- 
eral 'of them costing close to $70,000,- 
000 — are similar in architecture to the 
Marbridge building at Thirty-fourth 
street and. Broadway, New York, or 
the Carew building at Fifth and Vine 
streets in' Cincinnati, and the grand 
stands at the race track are simply 
something to rave over. They' are 
constructed of granite and carved 
stone, and admission can be had to 
any part of the stand by any one with 
an unatablfd reputation. Prices range 
from $2 to $10. The jockeys have a 
grand stand all to themselves. It la 
but a duplicate of the Empress hotel 
here, containing every modern con- 
venience, including a Turkish bath be- 
low and adjoining rooms, where the 
riders dress and make weight. 

Clean Racing There. 

"There is just as much class to rac- 
ing at Buenos Ayres as there was in 
New York before official opposition 
settled on the sport. All the events 
are run on the grass. Each track has 
a straight course of a mile, and around 
the course, which we call the shoot in 
this country, the distance Is a mile and 
three-quarters, Horses run miles In 
1:38 with weight up. The racing sit- 
uation in South America so interested 
me, especially at Buenos Ayres, that I 
gathered considerable data, which I 
believe will open the eyes of Ameri- 
can turfmen to a realization of the 
wonderful- opportunities that are at 
hand If they care to go down there." 
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McGavin said there were 57 days of 
racing at the Hippodrome Argentine 
and 51 sessions at the Hippodrome 
National, making a total of 10S rac- 
ing days at the two big tracks during 
the year 1008, with an aggregate num- 
ber of 75K races. Racing Is conducted 
under the direct surveillance of the 
government, a certain amount from 
all incomes at the tracks being de- 
ducted by the municipalities, and the 
betting is all done in the Paris mu- 
tuels. At the two big tracks last year 
there was distributed in purses 53,- 
77S.270, and there was bet at the races 
$56,201,870. The race tracks deducted 
from this 10 per cent, which was for 
the Argentine hippodrome $3,510,092, 
and the Hippodrome National got 
$2,064,994. Out of this amount the 
tracks donated to the municiple 
$1,S41,4G1. 

Stable Wins $201,400. 

■ The stable La Grange won the most 
in purses, the amount being $201,400. 
It also won the most number of races, 
37. . The stallion Kendal was the load- 
ing sire. His get won $3G2,479. An 
Argentine horse, La Samaritan, was 
the leading winning Imported stallion, 
with $24,73S. Chopp, bred in the Ar- 
gentine, was the biggest winner in 
purses, with 107,490. La Cigarette 
was the biggest, winner of the import- 
ed horses, with $24,738. Klfuglsh won 
the most number of races with ten. 
The leading jockey was Domingo Tor- 
terolo with 70 wins. The long-shot 
horse of the season -was Espia-, who 
paid $10S.35, and the horse that paid 
the most for the place was Corcega II. 

"Perhaps these figures," said Mc- 
Gavin, "will surprise a great many 
horsemen here in Victoria, but the fig- 
ures are correct; and it's worth one's 
time to go down there, because Amer- 
ican owners and trainers can make 
good. I'm sure. The jockeys there ride 
a different way entirely from our. way. 
The curb bit they use Is Just like a 
razor. They have very long rein when 
riding and don't pull an ounce on the 
reins at any time. They Just give a 
horse his head when the barrier Is 
sprung and away they go as fast 
as they can, running the cpjarter in 
0:22«. and, tlie hulf In 0:48 or better. 
Jockeys have- no idea of pace down 
there, and then to see them llnish on 
a horse!. T.hey only, have their toes 
in - the stirrups and when they finish 
they whip on the shoulder and dank 
with the whip tied on their wrists. 
They will whip all during the raeo 
with one hand over the shoulder anil 
flank on "both sides of the horse. Now, 



can imagine what a hold racing has 
on the people of Buenos Ayres. 

Not only in Buenos Ayres, but In 
Rpsiario, Mar do Platta and many 
other places in and around Buenos 
Ayres racing Is going on at the same 
time. Right In Buenos Ayres all the 
year round ther Is racing. In Lomas, 
which Is an outlaw track, across the 
river In Montlevlda, Uruguay, there 
is high class racing all the year for 
big purses, but the same way of rid- 
ing is there also. 

Peculiar Antics. 

"In Buenos Ayres racing Is carried 
on all the year and the race courses 
are grand. It's one of the linest sights 
in the world to see the people coming 
from the races In Buenos Ayres. Miles 
of automobiles and carriages are to 
bo seen on the Avenida from Pnlarmo 
on a racing day and it's nothing to 
see 30,000 people at the races. In fact, 
It is an every day occurrence. 
Buenos Ayres is the only country 
in my opinion, where It will never die, 
because the government runs it and 
the betting Is done in mutuels. Bue- 
nos Ayres has the richest jockey club 
In the world. The jockey club has 
one of the finest. .clubhouses In the 
world. It cost over $2,000,000 and Is 
located In the Callo Florida in the cen- 
ter of the city. Its membership is 
made up only of millionaires and only 
those who have good reputations can 
be members. All their .horses run in 
curb bits and all 'training is done 
bareback.. . . 

"You will see boys, exercising In tlie 
morning anil while', .working their 
horses reach under" and ' strengthen 
the sheet on the horse they tiro riding, 
and it doesn't have any surslngle, 
either. Those Argentine boys'- can 
surely ride without a saddle. They 
get up on their mounts, too, without 
assistance by Just gr.a,bblng the mane, 
and they will ; mount -any crazy horse 
this way. They never give a boy a 
leg up on a horse there. It's a good 



accomplishment Unknown to the 
American jockey. 

"Now that racing is slumbering: 
here in the United States, I don't ac-f! 
why American owners, trainers and 
jockeys don't go down to South Am- 
erica. They don't need to take horses 
with them, as the horses there are 
better than here. Horses can run 
miles in 1:38 there, with weight up, 
and they are all sixteen hands high 
or more. I went down there twice,- 
and both times I gave it up ns a hope-

Difference in Riding, 

It - would, seem peculiar, surely, if 
they did that here, and still our way 
seems strange to them, witli our 
knees away up on a horse's withers 
and with the short stirrup. They 
looked at me in surprise when they 
saw me one morning exercising a 
horse, and it was the first time the 
horse had a snaffle bit on. He was 
just like a yearling, not brldle'wise 
with the bit, and I got along with him, 
but it would take a little time to get 
the horses used to our bit, two months, 
perhaps. 

They use the starting gate and the 
fields are very large. Often you will 
see 25 starters in a race and there 
is no trouble getting them off. The 
best starting I've ever seen, far bet- 
ter than In America, was down there. 

The horses nre saddled 20 minutes 
before the race and thoy go on the 
track and parade up and down for 20 
minutes while the people nre betting 
in the mutuels. Everybody hots on 
the horses In Buenos Ayres. It's 
nothing but horse, horse, horse, nil the 
time; they" have over 25 different pa- 
pers devoted to horseraclng, bo you 



less job, because they do everything 
their way in the matter of training 
and riding. One would have to begin 
all over again to ride down there. If 
you wanted to take a horse to the In- 
side of -the track you must not pull 
on the In3lde rein, as we do. You 
would have -to put both hands over 
his neck and never take a short hold 
of him, because those bits they use 
are like razors, and he would stop. 

"The only way for any one to go 
there is. with boys — not one, but a 
dozen — because they will nil be against 
you; but It's worth going after, be- 
cause there Is a. fortune there for 
every one that goes by Introducing 
our way of riding and training horses. 
I know of a few trainers who have 
gone down there. They will bo suc- 
cessful, however, only by taking ex- 
ercise boys with them. 

Trainers Speak Spanish 

"All the trainers speak Spanish and 
that was why I gave it up. If there 
was an American trainer In Buenos 
Ayres when I was there I never would 
have left, but it's an awful handicap 
when one can't speak the language." 

McGavin Is of the opinion that Am- 
erican trainers could revolutionize the 
sport of kings In South America by 
their up-to-date methodu, with the

Reports from 
Nome state that it is not believed that 
tho cargo of 5,300 tons of coal was 
damaged, and It is likely that the ves- 
sel can return without much delay, the 
new propeller being shipped while tho 
cargo is taken out.

EiR CAN COME 

UN DER O WN STEAM 

Is Coming to Esquimalt or to Puget 
Sound Dock to Be Surveyed 
and Repaired 

The Norwegian steamer Elr, which 
was badly damaged when crossing tho 
bar at Gray's harbor, will be able to' 
proceed to Escjulmult or Puget Sound 
to enter dry dock, under her own steam,' 
according to Captain James Fowler, 
Lloyd's agent at Seattle, and Captain 
E. C. Genereaux, agent for the San 
Francisco underwriters, who have 
been examining the damaged freighter. 
On survey of her different compart- 
ments and with the aid of a diver who 
examined her bottom, they found the 
water she was making easily control- 
led by her own pumps, and in order to 
get her upon an even keel, it was de- 
cided to shift a part of her deck load, 
and if this did not answer the purpose 
to discharge the entire deck load on 
lighters. 

After getting the Elr straightened up 
it has been decided to take her north, 
where dock space can be secured, and 
discharge her entire cargo of lumber 
and Hour and place her on a dry dock 
for examination and repairs. Captain 
Finch, a diver from Seattle, and a 
larger wrecking pump will arrive to- 
night, the former to make a further 
examination of her bottom and tho 
latter to be placed on deck in readi- 
ness should It be needed on the trip 
around to the Sound. 

Captain Marcussen, of the Eir, is 
much Incensed at some local reports 
that he attempted to pass out over 
the bar against the pilot's wishes. In- 
stead of that being the case, he says 
he was perfectly in accord with his 
pilot and worked In harmony with 
him. ' The accident Is said to throw 
no blame on either navigator. Tho 
vessel was practically over tho bar 
when she took a sudden sheer, and 
before she could be brought around on 
a port helm, struck her stern on the 
bank of the channel. Parties who saw 
the accident claim the vessel was in 
the channel and with plenty of water 
under her should not be prejudicial to 
the bar channel. 

At the time of the accident the bar 
was comparatively smooth, and Capt. 
Marcussen claims under the same cir- 
cumstances lie would again make the 
attempt tu go out. 

Nos. 3 and 4 holds appear to be mak- 
ing the most water, although No. 2 is 
leaking slightly. No fear Is expressed 
that the vessel can not be safely taken 
north under her own steam and under 
the care of her own pumps.

AFTER CASTAWAYS 



Owners of Lost Australian Re- 
quest Admiralty to Seek for 
Possible Survivors 



Quadra Returns. 

The government steamer Quadra, 
which went to Albernl to take a new 
assistant llghtkeeper to Pachena light 
returned to port yesterday afternoon. 



To look for castaways — starving 
survivors of a long missing bark who 
may exist — or seek the bones of their 
vessel and news of their fate, a war 
ship may be despatched from Esqui- 
malt, probably IT. M. S. Algerino- to 
the South Pacific. ' 

News was received here yesterday 
that in response to the request mado 
■by the owners of the British bark 
Australian, posted as missing on 
voyage from Mazatlon to Sydney, Now 
South Wales, the British admiralty is 
considering the despatch of a war- 
ship, but it had not been decided 
whether one of the Australian squad- 
ron should be despatched or a vessel 
sent from Esquimalt. From hero went 
the last British warship on a similar 
errand of mercy when H. M. S. Shear- 
water was sent about two years ago 
to search for possible survivors of tho 
lost British bark iSilberhorn at Juan 
Fernandez and Mas a Feura off the 
coast of Chili. 

Posted as Missing 

The Australian Is so much overdue 
that Lloyd's has considered her a total 
loss and has posted her as missing 
the chances that' tho Ly tine's bell may 
be rung to welcome her arrival bein 
rncagre. The Australian signed on 
her crow at Antwerp on September 28, 
1907, mid procoeded to Chrlstiania, 
where she loaded a -cargo for Mel 
'bourne, leaving on November 7, and 
arriving at Melbourne on February 11, 
190S. She then went to Newcastle, N. 
iS. W., and from there across the Pa 
cific to Mazatlan, whero she arrived 
on August 22, last. She remained at 
Mazatlan until November 25 last, when 
she commenced her return voyage to 
Australia. 

Some slight hopes are being enter 
tained by the owners and relatives of 
the missing crew that the vessel may 
have gone ashore on one of the unin- 
habited Islands, so seldom visited in 
the southern seas, and that the ship- 
wrecked men are marooned, prisoners 
of the ocean, at the place. This was 
the case of .the crew of the lost British 
ship Dundonald two years ago. For 
many months they existed on a lone 
Isle south of New Zealand, and the 
cteyv of the French' bark* President 
Felix Faure lived many months on an 
uninhabited island In the southern 
seas, subsisting meagrely on tho flesh 
of penguins; before 'they were event- 
ually rescued by the crew of a gov- 
ernment steamer .?ent from New Zea- 
land on a scientific, mission. The ma- 
rooned men had been sending mes- 
sages praying for assistance on thin 
paper tightly folded and packed In 
quills fastened to the necks of alba- 
trosses in the faint hope that these 
messages would fall Into the hands of 
someone who would send a rescuing 
party. 



HALIFAX SEALERS 

FOR CAPE HORN 



Alice Gertrude and Latooka Ready for 
Long Voyage to the South 
Atlantic Grounds 



Bound to tho Cape Horn sealing 
grounds after more fur-bearers for 
the Britisli market, tho scaling 
schooners ' Alice. Gertrude and La- 
tooka are about to sail from Hali- 
fax. After the return of the Vil- 
lage Belle some days ago from tho Ar- 
gentine coast it was anticipated that 
none of the Eastern vessels would bo 
sent to. the South Atlantic sealing 
grounds this season. The Agnes G. 
Donahue will probably not -return to 
tho Indian Ocean, as was anticipated. 
The Alice Gertrude and Latooka are 
both owned by the Canada Sealing 
Company, of Halifax. 

The sealing schooners have been 
sent to the grounds in the South At- 
lantic. whore the sealing schooners be- 
ing sent around to Victoria for the 
Bering Sea work located fur seals en 
route for seven or eight years. The 
schooners Florence M. Smith 
and E. B. Marvin wore detached from 
the local fleet of the Victoria Sealing 
Company and sent there and Captain 
Clark, of this city, sent the schooner 
Enterprise, afterward burned when re- 
turning from Montevideo to Halifax 
at Rio Grande du Sol, In Brazil. Cap- 
tains Balcom, Grant and Peppitt be- 
came Interested In other schooners, 
which they despatched from Halifax, 
and many successful cruises have been 
made.

SOUTH SEA WRECK 

COSTS MANY LIVES 



Seventeen Members of Crew of Errol 
Including Captain and Family 
Lost at Middleton Reef 



Sydney, N. S. W„ July 14.— The 
steamer Tafua came in today bringing 
live survivors of tho Norwegian bark 
Errol from Chlmbote April 1 for New- 
castle, N.S.W., that was wrecked 
Juno 18 on Middleton reef. 'Seventeen 
members of the ship's company in- 
cluding Captain Andreasen, his wife 
and four children lost their lives 
when the ship was cast away. 

Middleton Reef has been tho scene 
of a number of wrecks. It lies in tho 
South Pacific about 300 miles from 
tho coast of Australia and Is about 
live miles long east and west and 
three miles broad. In order to safe- 
guard survivors of lost vessels the 
British government has placed a 
stock of provisions there and to pre- 
vent castaways being left to starve 
a lifeboat Is moored In the lagoon for 
the purpose of succoring those wreck- 
ed on the roof. It Is provided with 
the necessary articles for making a 
voyage to Australia, including pro- 
visions, medical stores, chart, com- 
pass, etc., and six casks of fresh wa- 
ter, each containing fifteen gallons, 
hermetically scaled aro provided for 
ballast as well as use. 

Tho Errel was an old-time British 
vessel, built 41 years ago by Barclay 
Curie & Co., at Glasgow as the Brit- 
ish bark Carisbrooko Castlo. Sho was 
owned, by A. P. Flriksen of Mandal, 
Norway, and was 239.5 feet long, 37.6 
feet beam and 22.9 deep. 



ERNA MAY FAIL 

TO CONNECT 

Jebsen Liner Hurrying From Golden 
Gate to Place Homing Crew 
on Antilochus 

Tho . steamer Erna, which was ox- 
pected to connect with the Blue Fun- 
nel liner Antllochus at .the outer 
wharf, and transfer her Chinese crew 
of forty yellow men to tho big Hoit 
liner, will probably arrive here after 
tho big freighter starts tomorrow on 
her round-tho-world voyage to Liver- 
pool via the ports east of Suez and 
the Canal. Tho Erna left San Fran- 
cisco on Tuesday night at 8 p.m. bound 
for Victoria to connect with the Antll- 
ochus returning from Panama and the 
ports of the Central American and 
Mexican republics. It is thought un- 
likely that the Jobsen liner will reach 
here until Friday, and by that time tho 
Antilochus will be rar out on the briny 
on her way to Liverpool. 

The Antllochus and the Teucer 
reached tho outer wharf yesterday 
morning from the Sound, the former 
from Tacoma, the latter from Seattle, 
a run made at an average of 15.3 knots 
an hour. Tho Teucer came to dis- 
charge about 1,000 tons of general 
freight for local merchants, Including 
hardware, wet and dry goods, gro- 
ceries, and many sorts and conditlon3 
of general merchandise from the ports 
of the Unltou Kingdom. Not the least 
Interesting consignment was a new 
boiler built on the Clyde to tho order 
of Rumsey and Patton, of this city, 
for the new steamer Gralnor, of the 
Butler Freighting company. Tho 
Gralner was towed to the outer wharf 
yesterday morning and moored along- 
side the Blue Funnel liner to receive 
it. 

The Antilochus is carrying one of 
the smallest cargoes the steamer has 
taken outward since she entered the 
round-the-world trade. Sho has about 
a million feet of lumber loaded at 
Sound ports, and is taking on board 
80,000 feet, shipped by the Cameron 
Lumber company for Kobe. The ship- 
ments of whale oil, including tho 450 
barrels now being taken, will total 
over 2,700 consigned Nm the Pacific 
Whaling company of this city to Glas- 
gow. 

The Antllochus broke the record for 
her Hour shipment. It was one barrel 
of 200 pounds. The steamer took about 
100 homing Chinese. 



OLD ALAMEDA BEAT 

LINER MONGOLIA 

Pacific Mail's Steamer Worsted in 
Race From Honolulu to Golden 
Gate by Old-time Steamer 

The old steamer Alameda beat the 
new Pacific Mall liner Mongolia in a 
race from Honolulu to San Francisco 
by an hour and twenty minutes. The 
two steamers never lost sight of each 
other during the six days' voyage un- 
til Monday, when the Alameda pulled 
ahead. The race was not prearranged, 
but was the result of a similarity of 
schedules. Tho big vessels sailed from 
the Hawaiian port July 7 within a few 
minutes of each other. The Mongolia 
led for three days, never getting more 
than ten miles ahead, but on the fourth 
day the Alameda passed the larger ves- 
sel, slowly Increasing her lead until 
Sun Francisco was reached.

site and expressed himself as aston- 
ished at the progress on the new 
course. 

"I have been -well acquainted with 
the possibilities of Lulu island as a 
turf situation for several years," said 
Alannger Leighton, "but I must admit I 
never realized that it is so ideal a lo- 
cation. 

"Only a few days ago I visited the 
site and I confess I was a bit discour- 
aged at the outlook. However, I told 
the local men interested what they 
could do if favored by fortune, and 
now I will certainly declare that they 
have been smiled upon by the gods at 
every turn. 

"I am not sufficiently gifted in the 
arts of description to tell- you what I 
saw there from a beauty standpoint, 



but it was splendid. The Lulu island 
course possesses all the scenic advan- 
tages of the Santa Anita track near 
Los Angeles, California, and every 
horseman and lover of the thorough- 
bred animal knows that the late lucky 
Baldwin's stamping ground is the 
most beautiful spot in the world. 

"In spite of the fact that the weather 
was cloudy, the view from the car 
landing was superb and immediately 
reminded me -of Arcadia, with the foot- 
hills in the hackground and the snow- 
capped peaks rising behind." 

The site of the new track has been 
named in honor of the King's Derby 
winner, Minora, and hereafter will be 
known as Alinoru Park.

McGavin says the 
riders are paid $30 a mount, and, in 
addition, receive 10 per cent, of every 
stake and purse they win. He brought 
back considerable statistics, culled 
from racing journals, which may prove 
interesting to American owners and 
trainers.

Meaningless Fluctuations Dis- 
courage Active Trading by 
Operators in Stocks 


New York, July 14.— Operators in 
stocks were confirmed in their in- 
clination to refrain from dealing to- 
day owing to the inconsequent and 
indecisive movement of the market 
for several days past. This charac- 
teristic became even more pronounced 
today. The recent action has stopped 
at ii revival of the previous days 
movement. Today the confusion was 
confounded by the mixing of upward 
and downward movements in the same 
day, the whole market running out 
into trivial and meaningless fluctua- 
tions without any consistency. 

St. Louis and San Francisco stocks 
received a belated benefit from the 
placing of the company's bonds with 
a French syndicate Wabash pre- 
ferred, was conspicuously strong 
again but all the news concerning the 
stock consisted in mysterious allu- 
sions to favorable developments which 
remained vaguely denned. Steel trade 
advances were highly favorable ow- 
ing to developments in the coming 
quarterly meeting of the U.S. -Steel 
directors to be held on the last Tues- 
day of the month.

INVERNESSHIRE HAD 

A TRYING TIME 



Storms Swept Boats Away While Fire 
in Holds Caused Damage 
to Cargo 

Additional advices regarding the mis- 
fortune of the British bark Inverness- 
shire, Captain E. L. Tlndall, indicate 
that the graln.-laden square-rigger had 
a strenuous time before she filially 
made Valparaiso in distress. The ship 
was bound from Taeoma for Queens- 
town, having sailed Marcli 20. She ar- 
rived at Valparaiso June 27. The lat- 
est message says: 

"Tho Inverness-shire, which put into 
Valparaiso and reported tire had bro- 
ken out in the holds while, at sea and 
had been extinguished, encountered 
very heavy weather. Part of the cargo 
is damaged and will be surveyed. The 
lire destroyed the cabin stores. The 
vessel lost two boats. It Is necessary 
to discharge 150 tons of cargo to effect 
repairs, which will take twenty days." 

Two other vessels of last season's 
grain fleet from Pugot Sound have also 
recently arrived in British ports after 
having been in heavy weather and sus- 
taining damage. The British bark 
Agnes Oswald, which was reported at 
Cork, Juno 26, was spoken on June 16 
by the British steamer Sa'lybia, with 
lore topgallant mast gone. 

The German bark iMugdalene, also 
with wheat, reached Hamburg June 26, 
having lost her fore topgallant mast. 

Another wheat carrier which is mak- 
ing an exceptionally slow passage is 
the British ship Brodick Castle, owned 
by Hind, Rolph, and Co., of San Fran- 
cisco. After a long period of idleness 
in the Columbia river, the Brodick 
Castle loaded wheat for Ipswich, Eng- 
land, and sailed from Astoria on De- 
cember 6, 1908. She has not been 
heard' of since, and she is now. on. the 
reinsured list at 40 per cent. While 
the vessel Is long overdue, she Is not 
hopelessly so, and may arrive any day. 
Captain Taylor is master of the ship, 
which is well known on this coast. 



Mutiny on Sailer. 

Honolulu, July 14. — Members of the 
crew of the German ship Elensburg 
arc held in detention here as the re- 
sult of a mutiny aboard the vessel late 
yesterday. The captain, aided by his 
ofllcors, held the men. nt .bay until, the 
arrival of the police from tho shore.

CANADIAN 'AGENT CABLES

Voted Without Division Ho States, and 
All Parliamentary Strength Needed 
Is Accomplished 



Ottawa, July 14. — Mr. Poindron, 
Canadian trade agent at Paris, cables: 
"Treaty voted tills morning without 
division. All parliamentary strength 
required before ratification now fully 
accomplished on this side." Tills 
means that formal executive sanction 
of thu French Government will now 
be given and it will now be necessary 
for the Canadian Government to sub- 
mit the treaty to the Canadian Par- 
liament. 

MM. Ledin, Mnnde, Mcron, Rosa- 
mond, and Bogueri opposed the 
treaty on tho ground that it was not 
sufficiently an advantage to France, 
especially with regard to silks and 
laces. They said also that tho amend- 
ment regarding cattle was not rigor- 
ous enough and that the granting of 
the minimum rate on agricultural ma- 
chinery would he dangerous to home 
Industries. 

Minister of Commerce Cruppi and 
Minister of Agriculture Ruau defend- 
ed the measure with energy, pointing 
out that the treaty was a good busi- 
ness arrangement insomuch that it 
opened up a big market for French 
goods. The motion made by M. Ledin 
for a postponement was defeated and 
the treaty aa amended was adopted.
